The Colonial Office List 1952 has been compiled from official records and 
after consultation with Governments. _ Every effort has been made to 
ensure the correctness of the information given at the time of publication 
but the Secretary of State is unable to accept responsibility for the 
complete accuracy of all details. Readers are invited to draw the Editor’s 
attention to any errors. . 


The paper shortage has made it necessary to accept a restricted form 
of publication this year, and for fuller information reference should be 
made to The Colonial Office List 1951. The standard plan of headings 
and sub-headings has been maintained and page references are given 
throughout to the corresponding sections of the 1951 edition. 


Staff lists have been restricted generally, and the Record of Services 
section has had to be omitted altogether. This last is particularly regretted 
as the section is used so much for reference on personnel matters ; it 
will be restored in a future edition as soon as circumstances permit. The 
biggest cut had to be made in Part II, where for the most part amendments 
only to the 1951 text dealing with the various territories and regional 
organisations and international co-operation have been included. Part IV 
is supplementary also, listing only Parliamentary and non-Parliamentary 
papers of Colonial interest published since the 1951 edition went to press. 


A new map of the world, showing the territories dealt with by the 
Colonial Office, has been introduced in place of the monochrome map 
used in recent editions. 


A revised edition of the companion volume (The Colonial Office List 
Map Supplement, published in 1948) had been planned for 1952; but 
that has had to be deferred. The original edition is still in print and 
obtainable from Her Majesty’s Stationery Office. Copies of the individual 
maps, which are being revised as necessary by the Directorate of Colonial 


(Geodetic and Topographic) Surveys, may be ordered from Messrs.

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PART I 
THE COLONIAL OFFICE . 
FUNCTIONS AND HISTORY 


Constitutional responsibility to Parlia- 
ment for the good government of British 
colonial territories rests with the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. It is the 
Minister’s responsibility, and the function 
of his Department, to see that the declared 
objects of British Colonial policy are 
carried out, and to marshal and organise 
the help the Colonies* need. 

The actual administration of the Colonies 
is carried out by the various Colonial 
Governments, the Governor of each Colony 
being the representative of H.M.The Queen. 
Subject to the overriding authority of 
Parliament, the Colonial Governments 
enjoy a large and increasing measure of 
autonomy. Each Colony has its own 
legislature and its own civil service. These 
civil services taken together make up the 
Colonial Service : they are paid from the 
revenue of the Colonies and are not part 
of the Home Civil Service. 

Most of the Colonies are in tropical areas 
where the advance of the people has been 
retarded by unfavourable naturalconditions. 
The Colonial Governments are thus at grips 
with some of the most complex and, at 
the same time, most fascinating problems 
facing the world. They have to bring to 
bear all the resources of western civilisation 
in overcoming the natural handicaps which 
are the lot of so many in the tropics : and 
as the natural handicaps are overcome, and 
a sound economy established, they have to 
guide the people to social betterment and 
political maturity. 

It follows that the work of the Colonial 
Office touches on every aspect of govern- 
ment. The essence of its work is that it 
advises, assists and carries out the direc- 
tions of the Secretary of State on everything 
pertaining to his responsibility for the good 
government of Colonial territories. This 
work involves many and varied activities. 
Thus the Colonial Office administers the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts, 
a task which includes the organisation of 
schemes designed to serve the Colonial 
Empire as a whole. It recruits for the 
Colonial Governments the men and women 
they need for those higher grade adminis- 
trative and technical posts which cannot be 
filled locally, and it organises special 


*The term ‘‘ Colonies ”” is used, for convenience, 
to cover colonies in the strict sense of the term, 


training and refresher courses. It is the 
clearing house for information gained by 
experience and research throughout the 
Colonies. It has a staff of Advisers on the 
principal subjects calling for technical 
knowledge. Through the co-operation of 
300 men and women, eminent in every 
field of science, public affairs and adminis- 
tration, who sit on its Advisory Committees, 
it ensures that colonial problems are tackled 
with the fullest possible background of: 
experience and knowledge. It arranges 
conferences which facilitate co-operation 
between the Colonial Powers, and it helps 
regional development. It is concerned with 
providing guidance on a multiplicity of 
problems, covering every aspect of 
economic and social affairs and ranging 
from marketing methods to priorities for 
scarce supplies, from defence to currency, 
from the organisation of air and other 
transport services to the use of insecticides. 

It sends technical advisers into colonial 
areas to advise on difficulties of organisa- 
tion and development. It keeps an eye on 
the welfare of more than 4,500 students 
from the Colonies who are in Britain, 
while at the same time encouraging the 
expansion of education facilities in the 
Colonies. It is concerned not least with 
fostering friendship and understanding 
between the people of Britain and the people 
of the Colonies and with making colonial 
affairs widely known in Britain, in the 
Colonies and abroad. 


To cope with this remarkable diversity of 
tasks, the Colonial Office has an establish- 
ment of about 1,200 officers of all grades. 
The great majority are Home Civil Servants, 
but it is the practice for a proportion of 
the administrative and advisory posts to be 
filled by men with field experience in the 
Colonies, either seconded for a period or, 
in a few cases, recently retired from the 
Colonial Service. At present there are over 
50 such men working in senior positions 
in the Office. 


The last few years have seen a notable in- 
crease in the number of administrative and 
advisory posts filled by women. 


Details of the organisation of the Office 
are given in the section which follows 
under the heading ‘“* Distribution of 
Business ” It will be seen that the Office

subject departments, and that there is in 
addition an Advisory and Research staff. 
To conduct routine ordering of equipment 
and supplies, certain classes of recruitment, 
and various financial functions on behalf 
of the Colonial Governments, the Secretary 
of State appoints the Crown Agents for 
the Colonies, who have a separate office, 
financed by commission on work done. 
(see page 15). 


History 
The necessity to set up an organisation 
to deal with colonial affairs—which in 
those days meant the affairs of the settle- 
ments in North America and the West 
Indies—was first recognised in 1660. A 
Committee of the Privy Council: at first 
undertook the task, but after a few months 
its responsibilities were taken over in 
December, 1660, by a “* Council of Foreign 
Plantations”. Among those who served 
on the Council was John Evelyn, whose 
Diary records his appointment in February, 
1671: with the appointment, he adds, 
went “ a salary of £500 to encourage me”’. 
In 1672 the Council was united to the 
Council for Trade, and was henceforward 
known as the * Council of Trade and 
Plantations.” It -was suppressed in 1677, 
and its funz'ions, which had been much neg- 
lected, were transferred to the Privy Council. 
It wa. «-constituted in 1695, and continued 
to exist until 1782, at which date it consisted 
of eight Members of Parliament, who 
received a salary of £1,000 per annum each. 
The affairs of India were placed under its 
charge in 1748, and remained so until the 
establishment of the Board of Control in 
1784. From 1768 Colonial affairs have 
been dealt with by a Secretary of State. 
The office of Secretary to the Sovereign 
dates at least from the reign of Henry III. 
There was one principal Secretary only (who 
was already called Secretary of State) down 
to 1539, when a second was appointed. 
From 1708 to 1746 a third Secretaryship 
existed dealing exclusively with Scotland. 
In 1768, a Secretary of State for the 
American or Colonial Department, was 
appointed, in addition to the two principal 
Secretaries of State then existing; but the 
commissions to the Council of Trade and 
Plantations continued to run as _ before. 
Both the Council and the new Secretary of 
State’s Department were abolished in 1782 
by Burke’s Act, on the loss of the North 
American Colonies. 
By this Act power was given to delegate 
to a committee of the Privy Council all the 
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functions hitherto exercised by the Council 
of Trade and Plantations, and circular 
instructions were sent to the Governors of 
the Plantations to transmit their returns and 
accounts to the Privy Council. Pending the 
appointment of a committee, Colonial 
affairs were dealt with by a subordinate 
branch of the Home Department, styled the 
Plantations Branch. 


At this time the duties of the two 
principal Secretaries of State were divided 
into ‘‘Home’’ and ‘‘Foreign,’’ the affairs 
of Ireland devolving on the Home Depart- 
ment, which now undertook also those of 
the Colonies. 

In 1784 a *“* Committee for Trade and 
Foreign Plantations’’ was appointed in 
pursuance of Burke’s Act, and the new 
body was reorganised and placed upon a 
definite footing in 1786. The business 
hitherto dealt with by the Plantations 
Branch of the Home Office was transferred 
to this committee. 


At its commencement in 1793, the affairs 
of the French War were managed by the 
Home Department, but in 1794 Mr. Dundas 
(afterwards Lord Melville), who was then 
the Secretary of State dealing with the 
Home affairs of the Department, was 
appointed ‘‘Secretary for War,’’ and also 
nominally Secretary of State for the 
Colonies; but the Departments of War 
and the Colonies were not actually united 
until 1801, when Lord Hobart was created 
Secretary of State for the War and Colonial 
Department. From 1794 the*‘ Committee for 
Trade and Foreign Plantations’ (now known 
as the Board of Trade) gradually ceased to 
have any connection with Colonial affairs. 

From the conclusion of the French War 
the attention of the Secretary of State was 
chiefly occupied with the Colonies, and he 
was usually designated as Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. In 1854 a fourth 
principal Secretaryship of State was created 
—the Secretaryship for War ; the affairs of 
the Colonies then became the entire charge 
of a principal Secretary of State. In July, 
1925, a new Secretaryship of State for 
Dominion Affairs was set up, to take over 
from the Colonial Office business connected 
with the self-governing Dominions. 

The office of Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary of State for the Colonies has been 
in existence since 1830, and a third Minis- 
terial appointment, that of Minister of State 
for Colonial Affairs, was created in January, 
1948, in recognition of the increasingly 
heavy volume of work at Ministerial level.

SOcIAL SERVICES 


Education 


The Aden College is under construction but 
the total cost (including provision for sports 
fields and ground lay-out) is now estimated to be 
Rs.26,22,000, a large increase over the original 
estimate. It has now been decided to sanction the 
additional expenditure on the scheme. 


The Technical College opened with two classes 
in January, 1951. 


The British Council no longer maintains 
Institutes for men and women in the Colony. 


Labour and Welfare 


The Labour and Welfare Department in Aden 
commenced in a small way in 1950, under the 
District Commissioner. In April, 1951, it became 
& separate department. The small staff of a 
Labour and Welfare Officer, an Assistant Welfare 
Officer, a Labour Inspector and one clerk, are 
busily engaged in trying to implement the Ordi- 
nances regulating labour, and in particular in 
endeavouring to create better labour relations. 
The Labour Officer is also Factory Inspector for 
the Colony. 


Recently improved labour legislation includes 
the compulsory reporting of industrial accidents, 
and the introduction for the first time in Aden of 
the 48-hour week for manual workers. 


A re-organised and active Labour Advisory 
Board has been created, with representatives of 
employers and non-employers. As there are no 
Trade Unions in Aden, selection of representatives 
for wage earners presents a problem. 


In social welfare the main efforts have been 
directed towards the children. Probation for 
juvenile offenders who have homes in Aden has 
met with marked success. The juvenile offender 
from the Yemen or the Protectorate who has 
made his way alone into the Colony presents an 
intractable problem. 


The first Play Centre for children under 12 was 
opened in May, 1951, and the first Boys’ Clubs 
started early in that year. Both these latter two 
activities are organised by voluntary societies. 


A Social Welfare Advisory Council has been 
established, which meets regularly. 


A committee has investigated the problem of the 
blind and reported to Government its recom- 
mendations. : 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Shipping 

A pontoon is now available at the Port to 
facilitate landing of passengers from big passenger 
liners. 

Air 

The landing-ground, Air Traffic Control Centre 
and Air-Sea Rescue Services are managed by the 
Royal Air Force. Since Ist Septet 1950, 
a Civil Enclave has been established and a terminal 
building which is under construction, is expected 
to be completed by the end of 1951. The parking 
apron is also being extended to meet increasing 
traffic.

The principal sources of revenue in the Eastern 
Aden Protectorate are customs, licences and excise 
duties. In the Qu’aiti State over three lakhs are 
spent on the Armed Constabulary and police, 
nearly two lakhs on medical and public health, 
and nearly three lakhs on education. The State 
has also spent large sums from reserves for 
agricultural improvement, irrigation, building and 
repairing of dams and deflectors, etc. The Kathiri 
State has also contributed substantially towards 
agricultural development. 


The main source of revenue in the States of the 
Western Aden Protectorate is customs. 


CURRENCY AND BANKING 


In the Western Aden Protectorate the Rupee 
was replaced by the East African Shilling, with 
effect from the Ist November, 1951. The Riyal (or 
Maria Theresa Dollar) is still used, its value 
fluctuating with the value of silver. 


In the Eastern Aden Protectorate, up to 1944, 
the Maria Theresa Dollar was the currency used 
throughout the interior, but in that year the Rupee 
currency was finally adopted. The Rupee has 
been replaced by the East African Shilling with 
effect from the Ist November, 1951, but the Maria 
Theresa Dollars remain the normal form of 
currency among the Bedouins, and m the less 
developed areas. 


There are no banking facilities in the Aden 
Protectorate. 


TRADE, INDUSTRY AND AGRICULTURE 


The control of agriculture and the development 
of the irrigation potential of the Abyan area of the 
Western Aden Protectorate is in the hands of a 
Board consisting of two members from the Lower 
Yafai State, two members from the Fadhli State 
and three officers appointed by the Governor. It 
is anticipated that the 1950-51! season will yield 
a crop of 6,000 bales of cotton. 


In the Eastern Aden Protectorate the main 
industries are agriculture, weaving, dyeing, fishing, 
dhow building, lime burning, and sheep and camel 
breeding. The staple crops are wheat, millet, 
dhurra, dukhn, museibli, some barley, tobacco, 
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simsim, lucerne and some dates. There are some 
large plantations of banana, papau, etc., to be 
found in the coastal areas. Honey is found in 
small quantities. A new fish canning factory 
worked on modern lines with trawlers and motor 
boats is now functioning.

COMMUNICATIONS 


Roads 


New Providence is served by an adequate road 
system maintained by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. All the main roads have been surfaced 
with asphalt, many of them being reconditioned 
by the R.A.F. during the War. In the Out Islands, 
Eleuthera has now a good main arterial road, 
asphalt-surfaced over most of its length, but in the 
other islands the roads are mainly rough farm 
tracks, except in the principal towns and settle- 
ments, where they are asphalt or concrete- 
surfaced. Maintenance in the Out Islands is 
carried out by the local Board of Works. 


Shipping 


Ships of the Canadian National Steamship Line 
now provide a regular freight service from 
Halifax or Montreal. 


Freight service between the United Kingdom 
and the Colony is maintained by steamers of the 
Royal Mail Line and the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company. The latter Line also provides a 
passenger service by the ‘‘ Reina del Pacifico ”’. 
There is also a regular freight service between 
Nassau and New York and Florida. During the 
wanter months, a number of cruise ships call at 

assau. 


Air 
Oakes’ Airport, the main airport in the 
Bahamas, provides 24-hour service for long and 


short range international and local airlines. 
During 1950 a considerable increase in air traffic 
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over previous years was evident and frequent 
services were operated between Nassau and 
England, Canada, the United States, British 
colonies in the Caribbean and South America. 


British Overseas Airways provide services 
between England and Nassau via Bermuda, and 
between Nassau and South America via Jamaica. 
Both British Overseas Airways and Pan-American 
Airways provide daily services between Nassau 
and Miami with an increase in frequency of 
services during the winter season. 


Trans-Canada Airlines operate frequent services 
between Nassau and Toronto, Montreal and 
Tampa. The Nassau-Montreal service connects 
with the trans-Atlantic routes of this company to 
Scotland, London and the continent of Europe. 
These services are also increased during the season. 


The major local company, Bahamas Airways, 
provides frequent services to West Palm Beach via 
West End, Grand Bahama, and also conducts 
twice-weekly services to the main Out Islands. 
Aircraft of this company and another local 
company, Skyways Limited, are available for 
charter flights to any of the Out Islands. 


Besides Oakes’ Airport, there is another airport 
at West End, Grand Bahama, which operates from 
dawn to dusk only, and a private landing strip 
at Rock Sound, Eleuthera. 


At the end of 1950, there were thirteen aircraft 
on the Bahamas Register of Aircraft. During the 
year, Oakes’ Airport experienced an increase in 
traffic of approximately 28 per cent. over the 1949 
movements. Traffic in the Nassau Control Area 
was also greatly increased due to the opening of 
Grand Bahama Airport. 


Postal 


Internal Services. The daily airmail service to 
West End, Grand Bahama, has been replaced by 
a service operating two to three times per week. 


International Services. The despatch of airmails 
direct to Great Britain and Bermuda now takes 
place three to four times per week (as compared 
with five times per week previously).

CURRENCY AND BANKING 


The currency system comprises notes issued by 
the Eastern Caribbean Currency Board, set up in 
1951, notes previously issued by the Government 
and by the Governments of British Guiana and 
Trinidad, and United Kingdom coin of which 
silver is legal tender up to $9-60 (£2). There is 
no local issue of coin. Government currency 


notes continue as legal tender but are being with- 


drawn with the introduction of the Eastern 
Caribbean note issue. With this issue the 
currency note system of the Eastern Group of 
British Caribbean Territories (Barbados, British 
Guiana, the Leeward Islands, Trinidad and the 
Windward Islands) was unified in 1951. Legisla- 
tive provision was also made for eventual 
unification of coin.

CONSTITUTION 


A Constitutional Commission, composed of Sir 
John Waddington, G.B.E., K.C.M.G., K.C.V.O. 
(Chairman), Professor V. T. Harlow, M.A., 
D.Litt. and Dr. Rita Hinden, Ph.D., was appointed 
by the Secretary of State in October, 1950. The 
main recommendations of its Report, which was 
published on 19th October, 1951, as Colonial 
No. 280, were (i) universal adult suffrage (ii) an 
increased elected majority in the Legislature and 
(iii) ministerial responsibility for elected members. 
In a despatch published with the Report the 
Secretary of State accepted these proposals and 
also agreed in principle to a bicameral system for 
the Legislature. It is intended to introduce the 
new Constitution in 1953. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Local Government 


The revenue of the Georgetown Town Council 
in 1950 was £316,222 and the expenditure, 
£276,390. 


The revenue of New Amsterdam Town Council 
was £57,733 and the expenditure, £53,031. 


The combined figures for revenue and expendi- 
ture of all local authorities in 1950 were £80,296 
and £75,495, respectively. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


Education 


The total expenditure on administration and 


grants in respect of education in 1950 was 
£461,675 


Three exhibitions to the University College of 
the West Indies were awarded during 1950 in 
addition to the other scholarships and exhibitions 
indicated under this sub-heading in The Colonial 
Office List 1951. 


Evening classes were held at the Carnegie Trade 
School for Women, for women and girls of all 
ages who could not attend the day school but 
wished to improve their knowledge of cookery, 
dress-making, children’s clothes, smocking and 
embroidery. These classes consisted of 12 sessions 
- and 600 persons attended. The revenue of the 
Trade School in 1950 was £3,592 and the expendi- 
ture, £9,532. 


Health 


The accommodation at the Canje, Berbice, 
Mental Hospital has increased from 500 to 744 
beds. 


At present there are 94 registered practitioners 
in the Colony, of whom 45 are employed by 
Government (36 holding posts as G.M.O.s and 9 
as administrative and specialist officers) and 40 
registered dentists, including one full-time Govern- 
ment Dental Officer and two part-time Dental 
Officers. There are 534 Registered Nurses and 
754 Registered Midwives. | 

Welfare 

During 1950 investigations were conducted by 
the Cottage Industries Officer into a number of 
minor industries. The commercial production of 
a cereal confection from padi, ‘‘ Padipops ”’, was 
commenced in July, 1950, and 25,000 packets 
worth $2,000 odd were produced and sold locally.

COMMUNICATIONS 
Roads 


A system of motor trails in the Rupununi 
District now connects the various airstrips with 
the Amerindian Settlements and ranchers’ home- 
steads. Approximately 400 miles of trails in this 
area have led to an increasing use of motor 
previously, horse and 
bullock-cart were the only means of transport. 
A series of bridges in the system now makes it 
possible to travel by motor transport from Annai, 
the north terminus, to Ishalton, the south terminus, 
a distance of approximately 210 miles. 

Air 

The British Guiana Airways Limited operates 2 
network of weekly services to all Interior areas. 
The Company’s fleet of Dakota (D.C.3) and 
Grumman Goose Amphibian aircraft is also 
available for charter flights internally to points 
in the Interior, or externally to the West Indies, 
Dutch and French: Guiana, and the Federal 
Territory of the Rio Branco in North Brazil. 


The Colony’s International Airport is at 
Atkinson Field, 25 miles south of Georgetown. 
There are also airstrips at Mackenzie, Demerara 
River, and Mahdia in the Potaro, and Annai, 
Lethem and Wichabai in the Rupununi. In 
addition a network of satellite landing strips and 
an artificial water alighting area at Baramita in 
the North-West District have been constructed to 
provide quick air transportation for interior needs. 
A thrice weekly scheduled air service connects 
Bartica, a mining town at the confluence of the 
Essequibo and Mazaruni Rivers with Georgetown. 


K.L.M. (Royal Dutch Airlines) operates a 
weekly service to and from Georgetown on 
Sundays.

Mining Operations in British Guiana 


Production of gold for the year 1950 was 13,740 
oz. of bullion, representing a decrease of 7,358 oz. 
on that for 1949. 


The output from the British Guiana Goldfields 
Ltd. was 7,444 ounces from one dredge operating 
in the Mahdia, a tributary of the Potaro River. 
With money which the Colonial Development 
Corporation invested in this Company, a second- 
hand, six cubic foot, endless bucket dredge was 
purchased in the U.S.A. for use on the Company’s 
concession in the lower Potaro River. It has been 
erected at Tumatumari but operations have been 
aaa through the late arrival of the power 
plant. 


The output from Cuyuni Goldfields Ltd., 4,199 
ounces of bullion, showed a decrease of 928 
ounces of bullion on the previous year. This 
Company completed in October the salvage 
operation on the re-treatment of tailings left from 
their previous workings at Aurora Mine, which 
pene been placed on a care and maintenance 

asis. 


The Tikwah Mining Corporation closed down 
their operations at Tikwah Mine in March and 
the personnel was transferred to Peters Mine on 
the Puruni River, where they are preparing to 
erect a plant to treat the old tailing dump by the 
cyanide process. 

The Rupununi Gold Mining Company were 
forced in April to suspend operations temporarily 
due to exhaustion of capital. The mine remained 
on a care and maintenance basis and a small 
quantity of gold was produced by the Caretaker. 


Messrs. Phang and Leung Bros., and Dragten 
and Baird were the chief producers in Barama, 
N.W.D., and produced 857 ounces for the year, 
a decrease of 1,754 ounces on their 1949 output. 


The Anaconda British Guiana Mines, Limited, 
decided in August, 1950 to close down gold- 
prospecting operations and to cancel the options 
they had with local mining companies. The 
company had expended a sum of nearly $3,000,000 
during the period of their operations. 


Output of diamonds for 1950 was 37,462 metric 
carats, as against 34,790 in 1949, an increase of 
2,672 carats. 

It is not possible to ascribe the reason for the 
increase to any particular cause as there were no 
spectacular discoveries during the year. Prices 
fluctuated between $44.00 (£9 3s. 4d.) and $4600. 
(£9 11s. 8d.) per carat. It fell during mid-year 
to $35.00 per carat for small stones (£7 5s 10d). 


The Mazaruni continues to be the main pro- 
ducer with 25,987.38 metric carats or approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. of the Colony’s production. 
The Potaro and Rupununi districts have shown 
notable increases.

Plantation Bauxite Company Ltd., which is 
jointly owned by the Demerara Bauxite Company 
and the British and Colonial Bauxite Company 
(the latter a subsidiary of the British Aluminium 
Company Ltd.) has been carrying out preliminary 
surveys on the lands held by the Company under 
lease, in order to locate a site for a bridge across 
the Demerara River, so that the ore can be trans- 
ported across the river for treatment at the 
Demerara Bauxite Company’s plant at Mackenzie.

These 
Courts have jurisdiction over persons of the 
Moslem faith in matters concerning betrothal, 
marriage, divorce (and matters pertaining thereto), 
maintenance, registration of Vakfiehs (Moslem 
Charitable, or otherwise inalienable grants, or 
trusts) and administration of Infants’ Estates. 
Appeals lie in the usual way to the Supreme Court.

CLIMATE 


The islands are in the same latitude South as 
London is North but there is little similarity 
in climate apart from hours of sunshine, which are 
almost identical. Mean monthly temperatures are 
uniformly lower but London has both higher 
and lower extremes. Warm spells, such as occur 
in a good English summer, are never experienced. 
Cold outbreaks may occur at almost any time of 
the year and the weather is generally changeable. 
The islands are exposed and persistent strong 
winds spoil many otherwise pleasant days in the 
summer. (The wind reaches gale force one day 
in five.) Annual rainfall is rather higher than in 
the London area. 


The climate is bracing. Some people find the 
strong winds trying though somewhat similar 
conditions are found in the exposed coastal 
districts of Scotland. Spring, autumn and 
winter clothing, as used in the United Kingdom, 
is suitable. There is no need for extra-heavy 
under-clothes and wind-proof outer clothing is 
much warmer.

CONSTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATION 


_ The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council composed of three 
ex officio members and two nominated members, 
and a Legislative Council composed of three ex 
officio members, four elected members, two 
nominated unofficial, and two nominated official 
members. The nominated members of the 
Legislative Council are appointed by warrant 
under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet. Unless 
the Council is dissolved earlier by the Governor, 
elections are held every four years. 
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SOCIAL SERVICES 
Education 


In Stanley a Government School is maintained 
from public funds. It provides infant, primary 
and secondary courses. The school-leaving age 
is 14, but provision is made for voluntary attend- 
ance at a continuation class for a two years’ 
course of further education. This, in many 
subjects, reaches school certificate standard. 


The Government contributes £2 per month 
towards the cost of board and lodging of children 
from the country districts attending the Stanley 
or Settlement Schools. 


One Supervisor of Camp Education and ten 
Camp teachers are provided by the Government. 
Some of the teachers travel from house to house 
but seven settlements have resident teachers. The 
oa of children receiving education in 1950 
was 353. 


Two scholarships, for a period of three years; 
are awarded annually to successful candidates 
between the ages of 12 and 14 years at schools 
in England. The first scholarships commenced 
in February, 1943. 


(Note : “‘ Camp ”’ is the term applied locally 
to the country districts outside Stanley.) - 


Health 


The Medical Service of the Colony is at present 
carried out by three Government Medical Officers, 
two in Stanley and one at Fox Bay on the West 
Falkland. In addition to this the Falkland 
Islands Company employs a doctor at Darwin 
on the East Falkland. 


The Hospital in Stanley is in charge of the 
Senior Medical Officer. It has, at present, 17 
beds, but is in process of extension. When the 
work is completed in a few months’ time it will 
accommodate 35 patients. 


Ante-natal. and Child Welfare Clinics are well 
attended. The Hospital maintains a Maternity 
Department in which nearly all. the confinements 
from both islands take place. Examinations of 
the school children take place twice a year and 
are combined with regular tuberculin tests. 


A Dental Officer is stationed at Stanley and a 
Dentist for the outlying farms on East and West 
ayy a will, it is hoped, commence duty early 
in : 


The population, entirely European, is, generally 
speaking, of good health, but has, as frequently 
observed in other isolated communities, little 
resistance to infectious diseases imported from the 
South American coast, which is only five days 
journey by sea. “Fortunately, no severe epidemic 
diseases of the notifiable group have occurred 
during the last five years. 


The efficiency of the Medical Service, previously 
entirely dependent on communication by horse or 
boat, has greatly improved since the introduction 
of an Air Service, which has proved invaluable in 
cases of emergency. 


Welfare — 


Although there is no special Welfare Depart- 
ment its purposes are served by the Medical 
Mie Sealer Stanley Town Council, and the 
Labour Federation. There is an old established 
Benefit Club in Stanley which provides a form of 
insurance against unemployment through sickness 
of its members and assists with funer expenses. 
A scheme of Children’s Allowances has been 
introduced by the Government.

SOCIAL SERVICES 
Health 


The Central Medical School in Suva now has a 
teaching staff of 3 whole time officers and 14 
honorary lecturers. The whole time officers 
consist of the principal, assistant principal and a 
dental officer. The honorary lecturers include the 
medical and surgical specialists and other medical 
officers of the department. The school was found- 
ed in 1884 for the training of Fiji youths. Since 
1928, however, its benefits have been available to 
other Western Pacific territories and its graduates, 
now numbering over 300, include Fijians, Fiji 
Indians, Western Samoans, Eastern Samoans, 
Tongans, Gilbertese, Ellice Islanders, Solomon 
Islanders, New Hebrideans, Rotumans, Nauruans, 
Cook Islanders and Nieue Islanders. In January, 
1951, 29 dental students and 37 medical students 
from the U.S. Trust Territory, Pacific Islands, 
who had been enrolled at the U.S. Naval Medical 
School at Guam were transferred to the Central 
Medical School in Suva.

for the whole of the Gold Coast and elected 
partly by constituencies and partly from the 
Territorial Councils of Chiefs. It also provides 
for an Executive Council of Ministers chosen from 
and approved by the Assembly. Three of the 
Ministers are officials. Certain reserve powers 
are retained by the Governor. The first 
elections, under a system of universal suffrage 
which was worked out for the constituencies, 
took place in February, 1951. 


Economic and Social Developments 


The social and economic history of the Gold 
Coast in the twentieth century has been accelerated 
by a number of influences and in particular 
by the spread of education and the development 
of the cocoa industry.

GOLD COAST ee 


The prosperity of the various African companies 
for nearly four centuries depended in large measure 
on the slave trade. Its suppression in the nine- 
teenth century, coinciding with the Ashanti wars, 
reduced commerce on the coast to straits from 
which it revived only temporarily when the security 
of Captain Maclean’s administration fostered the 
development of the palm oil trade. Vegetable 
oils remained for several decades one of the 

rincipal objects of commerce on the coast. 
This and other trades were, however, displaced 
in importance by the cocoa industry which from 
small beginnings rapidly expanded in the new 
century until the Gold Coast became the world’s 
largest producer, and cocoa the key to the 
country’s prosperity. This prosperity is being 
threatened by swollen shoot, a serious and con- 
tagious virus disease of cocoa whose depredations 
constitute a grave menace to the economy ot the 
country. A strenuous campaign based on the 
best scientific advice and research is being waged 
by Government and slow but steady progress is 
being made in the eradication of the diseased 
trees and the rehabilitation of the devastated 
areas. The marketing of cocoa has been undertaken 
since 1947 by the Government sponsored Gold 
Coast Cocoa Marketing Board. 


From the days of the Portuguese, gold attracted 
to the coast adventurers of many nations ; in 
recent times the prosperity of the Gold Coast has 
been increased by the discovery and working of 
diamonds, manganese and bauxite, and by the 
rapid expansion of the timber industry. 


Takoradi Harbour, built during the Governor- 
ship of Sir Gordon Guggisberg and opened in 
1928, has become the economic gateway of the 
country and contributes greatly to its prosperity 
and development. 


The pioneers of education in the Gold Coast 
were the Wesleyan and Basel missions of the 
early nineteenth century. They were followed by 
many others, the Anglican, Presbyterian and 


Roman Catholic being prominent among them.. 


Education was for many years left entirely to the 
missions, assisted in the latter part of the century 
by increasing subventions from Government. 
Throughout the present century Government, 
while continuing its aid to the missions, has also 
built many schools .of its own, and Native 
Authorities have taken an increasingly prominent 
part in the extension of schooling facilities. 
Government has, in these and other ways, pursued 
a policy of wide educational expansion of which 
the opening of Achimota College in 1924 afforded 
remarkable evidence, and the establishment of the 
University College in 1948 a proof of a continued 
progress. 


CONSTITUTION 


The Constitutional instruments providing for the 
Government of the Gold Coast and setting up 
the constitution which came into effect on the 
ist January, 1951, are the Gold Coast (Constitu- 
tion) Order in Council, 1951 ; the Letters Patent, 
passed under the Great Seal of the Realm (con- 
stituting the office of Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief) ; the Northern Territories of the Gold 
Coast Order in Council, 1950; and the Instructions 
passed under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet 
to the Governor and Commander-in-Chief. 


The Executive Council consists of the Governor 
as President ; three ex officio members, namely 
the Chief Secretary, the Attorney-General and 
the Financial Secretary ; and not less than eight 
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representative members, who are members of the 
Legislative Assembly proposed by the Governor 
and approved by the Assembly. 


The Leader of the Government Business in the 
Legislative Assembly is elected by a majority of 
the Executive Council from among their number. 

The Governor at his discretion may charge any 
member of the Executive Council with the 
responsibility of Government Departments. Mem- 
bers are known as Ministers. There is provision 
for Ministerial Secretaries to be appointed from 
among members of the Legislative Assembly and 
for a Permanent Secretary in each Ministry who 
will be a public officer appointed by the Governor. 


The Legislative Assembly legislates for all 
Territories of the Gold Coast and consists of a 
Speaker, three ex officio members, namely the 
Chief Secretary, the Attorney-General and the 
Fimancial Secretary, three special members who 
represent the commercial interests of whom only 
one is permitted to vote, and three special members 
who represent mining interests also with only one 
vote. The seventy-five elected members are made 
up of thirty-three rural members, five municipal 
members, eleven territorial members elected by the 
Joint Provincial Council, six territorial members 
elected by the Asanteman Council, nineteen 
territorial members elected by the Electoral 
College of the Northern Territories formed out 
of the Northern Territories Territorial Council and 
one territorial member elected by the Southern 
Togoland Council. 


The rural members are those elected by the 
people of constituencies whose boundaries were 
laid down in the Elections Ordinance, 1950, made 
under a special Order in Council for the purpose. 
This Ordinance laid down electoral procedure, of 
which the main provision is that elections in rural 
constituencies should take place by secret ballo 
in two stages. ° 


In the first stage primary elections are held to 
choose representatives for local electoral colleges, 
which in the second stage choose one, or in certain 
cases two, representatives foreach constituency. In 
order to qualify for registration to vote or for 
nomination as a candidate, an individual man 
or woman must be aged 21, a British subject and 
have a residential qualification of a minimum of 
six months. Literacy is not imposed as a quali- 
fication except in the case of candidates for the 
secondary elections. 

The four municipalities of Accra, Kumasi, 
Sekondi/Takoradi and Cape Coast are represented 
by the urban members who are elected by direct 
election. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 
Education 


Primary education consists of a six-year course 
from which pupils may proceed further to a four- 
year senior primary course. 


Secondary Education. In December, 1950, 426 
candidates from Government-assisted institutions, 
including the Achimota School, passed the over- 
seas School Certificate Examination of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge Local Examination Syndicate. 

The University College of the Gold Coast. There 
were 182 students taking Intermediate and Degree 
Courses and 28 taking the Associate Course at the 
Institute of Education during the 1950-51 session. 

The College of Technology, Science and Arts, 
Kumasi. The Ordinance to establish this College 
was passed in September, 1951; and some 
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students were expected to be in residence in 
January, 1952. The college will play an important 
part in the structure of education in the Gold 
Coast and will eventually have an enrolment of 
2,000 students in residence. It will provide 
courses in engineering, agriculture, commercial 
subjects, medical auxiliary services, teacher-training 
in specialist subjects, and in other professions at 
post-secondary levels. ; 


Information Services 


_ The Public Relations Department is now organ- 
ised in seven sections : Administrative, Publica- 
tions, Programmes, Broadcast Engineering, 
Cinema, Films and Photographic. 


The Broadcast Engineering Section is responsible 
for the efficient running and maintenance of 21 
Wire Rediffusion Stations and the relaying of 
B.B.C. and Gold Coast programmes to over 
10,000 subscribers. 


The Gold Coast Broadcasting Station broad- 
casts daily except Sundays and Public Holidays 
between 10.30 a.m. and 12 noon and between 
3.15 p.m. and 6 p.m., on 49-6 and 61-04 metres 
respectively. 


The purpose of the Films Section (the Gold 
Coast Film Unit) is to focus interest, through 
films, on matters of national concern and to 
project the Gold Coast to the outside world. 
** Amenu’s Child ’’, one of the films made in 
1950, won an award at the Venice International 
Film Festival. During 1951 the Unit produced 
three documentary films, the subjects being clean 
water supply, Post Office savings facilities and 
juvenile delinquency. 


Medical Facilities 


Shortage of Medical Officers is still acute, but 
the position has been somewhat eased by an 
amendment to the Medical Practitioners’ and 
Dentists’ Registration Ordinance whereby tem- 
porary licences can be issued to doctors with 
registrable qualifications to practise in localities 
where their services are needed.

in 1950 numbered 947,231 ; 734 major operations 

woe performed at the Gold Coast Hospital in 
cera. 


The new Midwifery Training School at Kumasi 
now accommodates 32 pupil midwives. 


The Nurses Training College at Accra is 
functioning well. In 1950, 14 student nurses 
passed the State Registration Examination, 
making the total number of passes since the 
commencement of the examination, 28. 


Of the three proposed rural health centres the 
one at Kpandu has been completed and a Senior 
Health Sister posted there. The sites have been 
acquired and contracts placed for a second centre 
to be constructed at Effiduasi in Ashanti and a 
third at Bimbilla in the Northern Territories. 


_ The Medical Field Unit which is being organised 
into mass treatment teams is proving very useful. 
Its main function is to combat major endemic 
diseases such as yaws and trypanosomiasis and 
epidemic diseases such as cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis and small-pox wherever possible. There are 
three mobile dispensaries under the charge of 
Government-trained nurses based on Winneba, 
Sunyani and Tamale respectively. These dis- 
pensaries which are an experiment are proving 
rather costly owing to the bad roads over which 
they travel and the frequent breakdowns resulting 
therefrom.

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Health | 

In the rural areas particular attention is being 
paid by the Public Health authorities to village 
layouts, the protection of water supplies and the 
disposal of refuse. 

Labour 

An employment exchange has now been 
opened in Tamale, in addition to those at Accra, 
Kumasi, and Takoradi. 

The senior staff of the Labour Department has 
been increased. 

On the Ist April, 1951, there were 73 registered 
trade unions whose total paid-up membership 
was 23,726. This compares with 64 unions and 
17,985 members on the Ist April, 1950. 


Rural Water Development 


To the end of April, 1951, 1,210 wells, 10 
reservoirs, and 10 bore-holes had been completed 
in rural areas and in addition major piped supplies 
to seven towns were completed or in hand.

Air — 

The Gold Coast is connected with the United 
Kingdom by British Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion, with the United States of America and South 
Africa by Pan-American World Airways and with 
France, Portugal and Spain by airlines of the 
respective countries. West African Airways Cor- 
poration, besides operating an internal service, 
operate a coastal service to Dakar, where connec- 
tion can be made with South America by B.O.A.C. 
A_ W.A.A.C. 
service also operates to the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. 


Accra Airport, situated four-and-a-half miles 
north-east of Accra, is the Gold Coast international 
airport and is the terminus of the B.O.A.C. 
London-British West Africa service. It also 
handles P.A.W.A. aircraft operating between New 
York and Johannesburg, Air France aircraft 
operating between Dakar and Brazzaville, Trans- 
portes Aereos Portugueses aircraft operating 
between Lisbon and Lourengo Marques and, 


occasionally, Aviacion | Comercio _ aircraft 
operating between Madrid and Fernando Po or 
Bata. 


There are three other aerodromes—at Takoradi, 
Kumasi and Tamale—and internal services to 
them by W.A.A.C. from Accra connect the 
western Gold Coast, Ashanti and the Northern 
Territories to the capital. 

The -four aerodromes have all-weather tarmac 
runways. 

Posts and Telegraphs 
There is now also a direct air parcel post service 
between the United Kingdom and the Gold Coast. 
_ There are aeronautical radio-telecommunica- 
tion stations with radio-beacons at Accra, 
Takoradi, Kumasi, and Tamale, with VHF and 
HF cathode-ray direction-finders at Tamale.

SITUATION AND AREA 


The Colony of Hong Kong, consisting of a 
number of islands and a portion of the mainland 
on the south-eastern coast of China, is situated 
at the eastern side of the Pearl River between 
22° 9’ and 22° 37’ N. and 113° 52’ and 114° 30’ E. 
The capital city, Victoria, situated on the island 
of Hong Kong, is 91 miles S.E. of Canton and 
40 miles E. of the Portuguese Colony of Macao. 
The island of Hong Kong is about 11 miles long 
and from 2 to 5 miles broad (total area 32 sq. 
miles). Opposite and to the north of the island 
is the peninsula of Kowloon (3} sq. miles) and 
Stonecutters Island (4 sq. mile) which, with Green 
Island and Aplichau, form the Colonial territory 
formally ceded by China. The other component 
of the Colony is the New Territories which includes 
a large number of islands and a portion of the 
mainland stretching north of Kowloon for approx- 
imately 16 miles, the boundary following the small 
Shumchun river. This territory is leased from 
China, its area being 359 sq. miles, making the 
total area of the Colony 391 sq. miles. 


GENERAL DESCRIPTION 


Hong Kong Island lies close to the mainland, 
being separated at one point by a narrow strait 
(Lyemun) not more than }-mile wide, forming 
the harbour’s main deep-water approach used 
by ocean-going ships. The harbour (17 sq. miles 
water area) lies between the island and the main- 
land. It has one of the finest natural harbours 
in the world and has up-to-date dock facilities for 
the largest ships. The surrounding land consists 
of steep pant: hills, which though in many parts 
treeless, form a panorama of outstanding beauty. 
The city of Victoria lies along the north side of 
Hong Kong Island facing the harbour and is 
largely built on a long strip of reclaimed land. 
In some places it has been possible to build houses 
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in terraces rising several hundred feet up the hill- 
side and thanks to excellent roads and a vehicular 
railway there is a considerable residential area on 
and around the island’s heights. The highest point 
on the island is Victoria Peak (1,809 ft.) 


_Kowloon, with a population equalling that of 
Victoria, lies on the mainland opposite Hong 
Kong on a narrow peninsula jutting southward 
into the harbour. It formerly was covered by 
low hills which have been extensively levelled and 
built on. It also contains the Colony’s main 
industrial area, the main wharves for ocean-going 
ships, one of the two large dockyards with ship- 
building facilities, and the southern terminus of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway which occupies the 
extreme southern tip of the peninsula. On the 
reclaimed area north-east of Kowloon lies the 
Colony’s aerodrome, Kai Tak, with a seaplane 
base in front of it in Kowloon Bay. North of 
Kowloon lies the steep escarpment of the Kowloon 
hills under which the railway passes in a tunnel 
2,404 yds. long. The most northerly part of 
Kowloon immediately south of the Kowloon hills 
forms one of the Colony’s most attractive suburbs 
known as Kowloon Tong. 


North of Kowloon and geographically separated 
from it by the escarpment, lies the main part of the 
New Territories by far the largest part of which 
consist of steep and barren hillside. Approxi- 
mately in the centre of the area rises the Colony’s 
highest mountain, Taimoshan (3,141 ft.). The 
eastern side of the New Territories is more 
mountainous than the west and has a deeply 
indented coastline along which are a few villages 
where a frugal living can be made by farming in 
narrow valleys and fishing in innumerable inlets. 
In the north-western part of the New Territories 
lies the main area of cultivable land in which lies 
the large market town of Yuen Long. This area, 
producing chiefly rice, stretches away on the 
north to the marshes on the eastern shore of 
Deep Bay. Also included in the New Territories 
are 75 islands, some of them uninhabitated and 
others with no more than a single village consisting 
of one or two families... The largest is Lantao 
Island at the mouth of the Pearl River estuary, 
a rugged and beautiful place with twin peaks over 
3,000 feet high. Round its coasts are several 
fishing villages and sheltered among its hills are 
a number of Buddhist monasteries and settlements. 
The most populous island is Cheung Chau, a 
local fishing centre with a land population of 
approximately 19,000. 


POPULATION 


No official census has been taken since 1931 
when the total population was found to be 
849,751. From 1937, when the Japanese invaded 
China, the Colony’s population has fluctuated with 
the different changes in its own and China’s 
fortunes. In 1941, due to the number of refugees 
from China, the population was estimated to 
have risen to over | 600,000 but during the Japanese 
occupation of Hong Kong it fell rapidly until in 
August 1945 it was estimated to have been less 
than 600,000. After the war there was a steady 
influx of people, most of them Hong Kong residents 
returning from China, and to these were added 
from 1949 onwards a great number of refugees, 
largely from Shanghai, seeking to avoid the trou- 
bled conditions attendant upon the change of 
government in China. By May 1950 the popu- 
lation was estimated to have been the highest in 
the Colony’s history—2,360,000—but in the 
second part of the year a decline began, many 
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of the refugees either proceeding overseas or 
returning to their homes in China. At the begin- 
ning of 1951 the population estimate was 2,030,000, 
and by the middle of the year it was evident that 
the figure was steadying at slightly below this last 
estimate. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Radio Hong Kong is now controlled by the 
Public Relations Office instead of by the Post 
Office as in the past. 


The departments dealing with agriculture, 
fisheries, forestry and public gardens were com- 
bined in 1950 under a Director of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Forestry. A Director of Marketing 
was appointed to control the government whole- 
sale fish and vegetable markets ; this officer is also 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 
Education 


In June 1951 there were 967 registered schools 
with a total enrolment of approximately 173,000 
that is, 43,000 more than in June, 1949. 


Primary education extends over a six years’ 
course at the end of which selected pupils may 
enter either a five years’ secondary course in 
English, leading to the Hong Kong School Certi- 
ficate, or a six years’ secondary course in Chinese 
which will in the near future lead to a Chinese 
School Certificate. Alternatively, at the end of 
the primary stage, pupils may enter the Govern- 
ment Junior Technical School or various private 
vocational schools.. Certain schools have special 
post-school certificate classes giving a one years’ 
course in preparation either for the Hong Kong 
University Matriculation or for business. 


In the fifth paragraph under this sub-heading 
on p. 177 of The Colonial Office List 1951 reference 
is made to ‘‘ election ”’ to training colleges. The 
word ‘‘ election ’’ should be replaced by ‘‘ entry ”’. 


A School for Higher Chinese Studies was 
opened in 1951 offering 3-year post-secondary 
school courses in Chinese, 
journalism. 


The buildings of the University of Hong Kong 
were severely damaged and most of the equipment 
lost during the Pacific War. The University 
re-opened in 1946 since when the number of 
students has steadily increased. There are now over 
700 students in the faculties of medicine, arts, 
science, engineering and architecture.

The Hong Kong Anti-Tuberculosis Association’s 
enone Sanatorium now has approximately 130 
Ss. 
On 30th June, 1951, the staff of the Medical 
Department of the Colony consisted of :— 
Doctors, 156, of whom 132 were Chinese. 
Nurses and Hospital Dressers, 579, of whom 
478 were Chinese. 
Health and Malaria Inspectors, 22, of whom 
19 were Chinese. - ; 
Others (including technicians, subordinate 
and menial staff), 1,975, mostly Chinese. 


Labour 


The Commissioner of Labour, who is the 
adviser to Government on all labour matters, is 
assisted by a Labour Advisory Board on which 
employers and workers are represented in equal 
numbers.

Social Welfare 


Unrestricted immigration until late 1950, a 
grossly overcrowded population, local sensitivity 
to political and military events elsewhere and also 
to the effects of natural disasters in nearby China 
and the fact that the majority of Hong Kong 
residents do not think of Hong Kong as their 
real home, increases the problems of con- 
structive social welfare work. . 


A great deal of the Colony’s social welfare and 
charitable work is carried out by over sixty 
voluntary Organisations. Government provides 
heavy indirect subventions to many of these and 
in addition makes cash grants to nearly thirty of 
them through the Social Welfare Office. 


The Government Social Welfare Office was 
established in August, 1947, as a specialised sub- 
department of the Secretariat for Chinese Affairs. 
Its principal responsibilities are :-— 

(a) the Probation Service, which includes the 
development of remand homes, probation 
hostels and approved schools ; 


(6) public assistance work, which includes 
relief in cash or kind, the administration of 
welfare centres, emergency relief work after 
fires and typhoons, relief camps and repatriation; 


(c) child welfare, which includes liaison with 
orphanages, home visiting, care and protection 
of deprived children, and liaison with voluntary 
organizations ; 


(d) liaison with all voluntary youth welfare 
organizations and boys’ and girls’ clubs, and 
certain aspects of vocational training ; 

_ {e) promotion of community welfare through 
urban neighbourhood associations ; 


(f) moral welfare work with special attention 
to juvenile prostitution ; 

(g) training of social workers, and the welfare 
of seamen, displaced persons, the aged and 
attempted suicides. 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Internal Communications 


Through passenger services to Canton were 
suspended in October, 1949, after the change of 
administration in Canton and have not yet been 
resumed although goods trains run between the 
Colony and. Shanghai. 


The total number of passengers carried for the 
year ending 31st March, 1951, on the British 
Section of the Kowloon-Canton Railway 
amounted to 6,055,398. Goods tonnage totalled 
371,790 tons. The gross receipts amounted to 
$10,366,797. 


There are efficient taxi services, rickshaws and 
a few remaining sedan chairs in the Colony. 


Shipping 

Since 1945 the harbour has been almost entirely 
cleared of wrecks; and the lights, moorings, 
wharfage and dockyard facilities have been 
restored to their pre-war efficiency. Hong Kong’s 
record for rapid cargo-handling and quick turn 
round of shipping compares favourably with that 

of any other port in the Far East. 
Owing to unsettled political conditions in China, 
the coastal trade from Hong Kong represents only 
a fraction of the tonnage engaged on this service

before the war, and those same conditions have 
caused the disruption of the trade to Canton and 
other river ports. 


The revival of the ocean trade to and from 
Hong Kong since the end of the war has been 
remarkable, and successive years have shown 
increases up till 1951. Although the tonnage 
figures for ocean-going vessels show a slight 
decline during the last year, the cargo which these 
vessels loaded and discharged was 496,935 tons 
greater than the previous year. The past year has 
also shown a remarkable increase in the tonnage 
of junks and launches using the port. 

The net tonnages of vessels entered and cleared 


for the year ending 31st March, 1951, were as

Air 


In the year ending March, 1951, 73,064 passen- 
gers used the Airport and 5,290 aircraft arrived 
or departed on international flights. The airfield 
provides two runways, one of which has been 
extended to constitute the maximum length of 
5,418 feet ; both are surfaced with asphalt on a 
concrete base. The largest aircraft using it are 
the Douglas DC-6. Canadairs and Constellations 
call regularly on scheduled air services. The 
adjacent marine base is suitable for all types of 
flying-boats. 

A_ survey party from the United Kingdom 
Ministry of Civil Aviation has recently been 
studying the possibility of improving the present 
airport to enable it to cater for larger aircraft 
by the extension of existing, and construction of 
new, runways. 


Telecommunications and Telephones 


An extension of the radioplane network to 
cover South Korea, Singapore, Australia, New 
Zealand and North Borneo is projected. 


New and up-to-date broadcasting studios are 
now situated on the top floor of Electra House 
(Cable and Wireless). 


PUBLIC FINANCE 
(See Note on page 27.) 

For the financial year 1950-51 the Revenue of 
the Colony was $291,599,484 and the Expenditure, 
$251,677,495. Duties, Earnings and Profits Tax 
and Assessed Taxes (Rates) accounted for a 
revenue of approximately $1474 million 
(£9,250,000) in 1950-51. 


Public Debt 


The Public Debt of the Colony as at 31st March, 
1951, totalled $64,632,000. 


TRADE | 
(See Note on page 27.) 


In 1950 the value of the Colony’s imports was 
$3,787,700,000 and that of its exports was 
$3,715,600,000. 

The volume of trade in 1950 thus showed an 
increase of over 48 per cent. as compared with 1949 
and is a record in the Colony’s history. 

This increase is due in part to the disposal from 
congested godowns of goods which had been 
diverted to Hong Kong by reason of the unsettled 
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conditions in China in 1949. In addition the 
figures, which relate to value only, must be dis- 
counted to some extent in view of the rise in 
prices of both raw materials and finished goods. 


Trade with the United Kingdom increased by 
8-6 per cent. as compared with 1949. 


CURRENCY AND BANKING 


Government issues of coins comprise coins of 
50, 10 and 5 cents in nickel brass.

HURRICANE DAMAGE AND RECONSTRUCTION 


Jamaica was struck by a hurricane on the night 
of the 17th August, 1951. 157 lives were lost. 
The most serious damage was in the South-East 
part of the Island but damage to agriculture was 
widespread. Banana trees throughout the Island 
were blown down. The Governor opened a 
Hurricane Relief Fund to which His Late Majesty 
King George VI and other members of the 
Royal Family made contributions. Amongst 
donations from many parts of the world was 
a gift of £250,000 from the U.K. Government. 
Towards the cost of reconstructing the Island’s 
productive capacity, the U.K. Government 
agreed to make available up to £4,600,000 (up 
a oe as a grant and up to £1,500,000 as 
a loan). 


CONSTITUTION 


House of Representatives 


The salaries of the Speaker and Members of 
the House of Representatives have been increased 
from £1,000 and £650 per annum to £1,300 and

travelling and subsistence allowance.

COMMUNICATIONS 
Air 

A total of 6,680 flights were made in 1950 
through the Palisadoes Airport. 

The Montego Bay Airport was opened to 
internal traffic and limited international services 
throughout the year. There were 1,064 flights. 

Grand Cayman: Alighting areas for flying 
boat operation were maintained at Grand Cayman 
and Cayman Brac ; the latter, however, can only 
be used when the prevailing wind is from the 
south. . 

Turks Island: The small landing strip was 
used by light commercial and private aircraft 
operating occasional services between the Island 
and the Dominican Republic. 


South Caicos : The landing strip was available 
to all aircraft on request or for purposes of emer- 
gency, and was used on several occasions. 


The Kingston Oceanic Air Traffic Control 
Centre and the 7th Regional Notam Centre, 
which were established at Palisadoes in April, 1948 
(on which date International Civil Aviation 
Organisation procedures were implemented in the 
Caribbean), provided air traffic control services 
to all aircraft within or passing through the area. 

The Centre, in 1950, controlled 15,494 flights, 
which was an increase of 1,804 flights over the 
year 1949, 

On the Ist October, 1950, the boundaries of 
the control area were extended, thus increasing 
considerably the area controlled by Kingston. 

During 1950, all International Civil Aviation 
Organisation requirements were fulfilled by the 
Centre and the Tower. The Tower handled 
13,214 operations in that year. 

The Government Aeronautical Radio Station 
(MRX), which provided air-to-ground, point-to- 
point and meteorological communication services, 
was handed over to Messrs. International 
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Aeradio (Caribbean) Limited on the Ist of July, 
1950, and has been operated by that Company for 
and on behalf of Government since that date. 


PUBLIC FINANCE 
(See Note on page 27.) 


At the end of the financial year 1949-50, the 
public debt stood at £14,001,129 representing 
approximately £9 17s. per head of population, 
and the estimated value of the sinking funds 
accumulated towards the redemption of this 
debt was £2,304,797. The net debt was therefore 
approximately £11,696,332. 

The main sources of revenue are customs and 
excise duties and internal revenue. The total 
revenue from customs duties in 1949~—50 was 
£3,405,316 of which £3,309,554 was the yield from 
import duties. Of the £1,959,525 paid in excise 
duty in 1949-50, £700,684 was in respect of the 
duty on rum and £948,625 on tobacco. Internal 
revenue in 1949-50 included £2,001,832 from 
income tax and surtax, £31,929 from excess. 
profits tax, £438,903 from postal charges and 
£120,135 from licences. 

The Revenue and Expenditure for the financial 
year 1950-51 were £10,356,594 and £10,491,757 
respectively. 

Grants and loans under Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts amounted to £1,800.

TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS 


GENERAL DESCRIPTION 


Plans for the reorganisation of the solar. 
evaporated salt industry have been mooted at 
various times for the last century, but from 1946 
onwards great efforts have been made to find a 
solution to the difficulties of a small industry 
which is compelled to sell its products on a highly 
competitive world market, which had over fifty 
owners all with rival theories of what should be 
done and which was crippled by lack of capital. 
On April 9th, 1951, the Turks Islands Salt Company 
Limited took over the industry, the owners o 
salinas and ancillary equipment and property 


voluntarily accepting £100,000 (including a 
schedule of Government equipment and property 
valued at £6,000) as compensation. Approximately 
one-third of the compensation was in cash and 
two-thirds in redeemable preference shares in the 
new Company. The new capital was made 
available from Colonial Development and Welfare 
Funds and a further sum of £60,000 is being loaned 
to the Company by the Colonial Development 
Corporation. The Government of the Depen- 
dency holds all the Ordinary shares in the Com- 
pany and has a majority holding of the entire 
share capital and a majority on the Board of 
Directors. This variation of the principle of 
public ownership provides for a partnership of 
Public funds and Private capital and gives the 
Dependency the opportunity to acquire its major 
industry outright over a period of thirty years. 
The strong Welfare aspect of this scheme is 
balanced by the necessity for sound commercial 
management because of the highly competitive 
nature of the salt business. The tasks of re- 
organisation and of speeding up lighterage and 
loading ariangements are now being tackled.

SOCIAL SERVICES 
Information Services 

The African Information Services, set up at 
the beginning of 1951, are charged with the task 
of providing a centralized service for the pro- 
duction and employment of information material 
in all media designed to assist the Press Officer, 
District Teams and the departments of Govern- 
ment, so as to advance the social and economic 
welfare of the African peoples. 


The following are the main services provided 
by the office :— 
Press Office 


The Press Office was established in the Secretariat 
on June Ist, 1951. All official hand-outs and 
communiques are issued to the European, Asian 
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and African Press through this office, and particular 
attention is now being paid towards improving 
the standard of the African vernacular press. 

Articles on the work of Government Depart- 
ments and matters of general interest are prepared 
for local press use and for overseas, and distribu- 
tion is made through the office to the local press 
of material prepared by the Colonial Office and 
the Central Office of Information. 

A summary of opinion on African affairs as 
expressed in the local press is prepared fortnightly 
and distributed for information only on a limited 
distribution list to those interested in African 

airs. 

This office also prepares and issues the K.I.O. 
Fortnightly, a publication of particular interest to 
. farmers. 

Every assistance is rendered to overseas 
journalists visiting Kenya as well as to the press 
throughout the world when information on the 
Colony is required. 


Publications 

** Pamoja ’’, a Swahili broadsheet for Africans 
containing an editorial on local or world affairs, 
is published weekly and 18,500 copies distributed. 


Funds and material are supplied for 14 district 
news sheets in local vernaculars and in some 
cases these are edited in the office. 


Books, pamphlets, leaflets and posters are 
prepared as required to support specific publicity 
campaigns. 


Broadcasting 

Broadcasts to Africans are given daily from a 
studio in the office and transmitted throughout 
Kenya by Messrs. Cable and Wireless, Ltd. 
Special broadcasts such as running commentaries 
on the more important football matches and 
athletic meetings are given periodically as well 
as regular quiz competititons, radio plays and 
other features. 

Three local broadcasts in Swahili are given each 
week from a studio in Mombasa. Funds for this 
service and material for the broadcasts are 
provided by the office. 

The office owns and maintains some hundred 
wireless sets which are distributed to community 
centres, information rooms, district headquarters, 
missions, schools, etc., for communal listening to 
its programmes by Africans. 


Still Photographs 

A Photographic Section is maintained to 
provide pictures needed for the illustration of the 
Services’ publications and to prepare filmstrips 
for Africans. 

All photographs in a library of some 12,000 
prints are available to the general public, visiting 
journalists, etc. 

Prints are supplied to Government Departments 
for displays at Agricultural Shows and other 
exhibitions and to community centres for wall 
display. 

The office owns and maintains some 90 filmstrip 
projectors which are placed in community centres 
throughout the Colony. In addition to locally 
produced filmstrips these are supplied with strips 
obtained from the United Kingdom. 

Cine Films

_237 miles of the P.W.D. roads system are 
bitumen surfaced. 


The great North road passes through Kenya, 
entering the Colony from Tanganyika and the 
South at Namanga and passing through Nairobi, 
Nakuru and Kisumu to cross the border into 
Uganda at Busia. The Nairobi-Nakuru section 
of this road (approximately 100 miles in length) is 
bitumenised and work is at present in progress 
on bitumenising the seventeen miles between 
Nairobi and Athi River. Sixteen miles of 
bitumen road to the west of Nakuru are practically 
finished and work has started on the construction 
of the road westward towards Londiani. 


Work has also started on the construction of a 
road on a new alignment leading northward from 
Thika to Sagana. 


The recently realigned Nairobi-Kiambu road is 
scheduled for bitumen surfacing this year (1951). 


Work on the realignment of the road from 
Mombasa to Mackinnon Road (55 miles) con- 
tinues and construction of the bridges carrying 
the new road over the Maji-ya~-Chumvi_ river and 
railway line is in progress. Apart f.om_ eight 
miles of bitumen surface near Mackinnon Road, 
the new road will not be bitumenised for the 
present.

In 1949 the Customs Departments of Kenya 
Uganda and Tanganyika were amalgamated unde 
the title of the East African Customs and Excis 
Departments as an East Africa High Commissio: 
Service with Headquarters in Mombasa an 
Regional Offices in Mombasa, Kampala an 
Dar-es-Salaam. 


Identical customs tariffs were enacted in Kenya 
Uganda and Tanganyika in 1923 and revised i: 
1930. Surcharges were introduced during th 
recent war and in 1946 these were incorporate 
in the Kenya Tariff. In 1948, however, th 
equivalent of the war-time surcharges wer 
removed from the import duties on certain food 
stuffs, apparel, cotton piece goods, bicycles an 
parts and motor cars and parts. 


Subsequent amendments to the tariff have beer 
made with the intention of adjusting anomalies 
assisting reconstruction by removal of duties o1 
certain builder’s materials, and attempting t 
offset the high and rising cost of essential consume 
goods such as shirts, underwear, paraffin, khak 
drill and blankets by the removal or reductio! 
of duties on these goods. The last mentionec 
alterations were made in 1950 by Kenya anc 
Uganda, but similar alterations were not mad 
in Tanganyika, and the tariffs of the three Eas 
African territories, while possessing a mail 
common structure, now differ in minor respects. 


The basic fiscal rate is 22 per cent. ad valoren 
assessed on the value which is taken as being th 
price which the goods would fetch on sale in th 
open market in the Colony if delivered at the por 
of importation, freight, insurance and all costs 
charges and expenses having been paid by th 
seller. Specific duties are charged on goods whic! 
lend themselves to such a form of assessment, th 
more important of such goods being potable 
spirits, cigarettes and tobacco, motor spirit 
tyres and tubes, matches and cement. In th: 
case of certain articles such as piece goods 
wearing apparel and cycles, minimum specifi 
duties have been fixed as an alternative to a1 
ad valorem rate in order to safeguard the revenu 
against abnormally cheap supplies. 


The free list includes the chief developmen 
imports such as machinery ; road, rail, air an 
water transport equipment ; coal, coke and fue 
oil ; packing materials ; explosives ; insecticide 
and agricultural and mining equipment; an 
builders’ requisites and sanitaryware. Exemptiot 
from duty is also allowed in the case of drugs 
medicines and disinfectants ; shirts, vests, socks 
stockings, pullovers, cardigans, jumpers ; paraf 
fin ; filters and refrigerators, surgical and scientifi 
instruments ; educational requisites ;_ religiou: 
articles ; music and literature and bona fide 
baggage brought by passengers for personal anc 
household use. 


Provision is made in the tariff for the impositior 
of what are known as ‘‘ suspended ”’ duties or 
certain commodities which are produced anc 
manufactured in one or more of the territories— 
Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika. These dutie: 
may be imposed, varied or revoked unilateralls 
thus allowing a modified control by each territor; 
over the degree of protection afforded to a numbe 
of the local products. 


By a tripartite Customs Agreement in 1927, ¢ 
system of inter-territorial transfers of imported 
goods was introduced between Kenya, Uganda 
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nd Tanganyika. The effect of this agreement is 
irtually to remove customs barriers between the 
ree territories the duty being credited to the 
ceiving territory by a transfer form procedure.

dom, During the crop season for sugar more 
frequent calls are made. These vessels cali about 
four times during the last five months of each year 
at Montserrat in order to load cotton for the 
United Kingdom. In 1950, a vessel belonging to 
the Compagnie Générale Transatlantique also 
maintained a regular service between Antigua and 
the United Kingdom. 

Irregular inter-island services are provided by 
schooners, sloops and two converted M.L.Cs.

British West Indian Airways maintain a thrice- 
weekly service between Antigua and St. Kitts, 
and regular services from Antigua to other parts 
of the British West Indies.

Health

Labour 


No serious strikes occurred during the period 
under review, and although there were a number 
of industrial disputes and some protracted 
negotiations, industrial peace was generally main- 
tained. This is significant when viewed against 
its proper background, as many wage adjustments 
took place as the selling price of tin and rubber 
increased to no small degree during this period. 
Unfortunately the cost of living has steadily risen 
so that the improvement in real wages has not 
been as substantial as a cursory glance at wage 
increases would indicate. 


There was, during 1950, a distinct movement of 
labour away from the larger plantations to the 
smaller holdings, where very high wages (but few 
amenities) obtained, owing to the operation of 
various sharing systems and as a direct result of 
slack supervision caused by the absence of many 
managers and owners. However, towards the end 
of 1950 and the beginning of 1951, this movement 
slackened as the smallholdings approached satura- 
tion point and as workers began also to appreciate 
the value of amenities and the better chance of 
security on the larger plantations. 


A total of 37,067 man-days were lost during 
1950, compared with 5,3903 man-days in 1949. 
The increase in 1950 was mainly due to demands 
for wage increases and to differences over the 
interpretation of certain wage-rate directives in the 
rubber industry. Mine workers were, on the 
whole, satisfied with a bonus scheme which 
increased their earnings as the price of tin improved. 
After two agreed wage increases had been given 
in the rubber industry during 1950, further 
negotiations failed, and the parties decided to go 
to arbitration. A Board of Arbitration was con- 
vened in January, 1951. 

The figures for the production of tin and rubber 
during 1950 and the early part of 1951 are in 
themselves a remarkable tribute to the employers 
and workers in the Federation, who have been 
living under the dangerous and insecure conditions 
of a serious emergency. The ‘* Briggs ”’ plan for 
regrouping of labour forces has meant that many 
thousands of workers have had to move their 
homes and this has thrown a tremendous strain 
on them and also on their employers. The 
steadiness and industry of the established labour 
forces in the larger places of employment have 
been of inestimable value to the Malayan economy. 


Welfare 
The technical services of the Department of 


Social Welfare have been strengthened. Juvenile 
Courts and an effective Probation Service are in 
being throughout the Federation of Malaya. 
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As from Ist January, 1951, the functions under 
the heading of ‘‘ General Welfare ’’ became the 
responsibility of the State and Settlement Govern- 
ments. Social Welfare Officers and their staffs 
concerned with those functions are now an integral 
part of the State and Settlement Establishments. 


The departmental training schemes have been 
continued and extended with success. The 
training course for Malayan Probation Officers 
held in Malacca in 1950 enabled the setting up of 
the Juvenile Courts and Probation Services. 


The Central Welfare Council and the State and 
Settlement Welfare Committees, now independent 
bodies, together with other voluntary organisations, 
are taking an increasing part in personal social 
service and in dealing with special problems as in 
the campaign against tuberculosis and the building 
up of blind welfare services. A Malayan Youth 
Council has been set up. Youth Services have 
expanded. There has been an increase in the 
pues of rural community centres and village 
halls. 


Information Services 


Since the war, a Department of Information 
has been established. The fundamental purpose 
of the Information machinery of Government 
may be defined as being to provide a sustained and 
intensive effort, with a planned strategy, to raise 
the level of public understanding and to inculcate 
in the people interest in, and knowledge of, their 
political, social and economic responsibilities. 

In 1951 community radios were installed in some 
744 Malayan villages. 

The Malayan Film Unit has been permanently 
established and its locally-trained staff are now 
producing work of considerable value. 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Roads 

During 1950, 467 miles of road were re-metalled, 
hard surface or bitumen sealed and the programme 
of gradual replacement of old and unserviceable 
bridges and culverts was continued. 

The expenditure in 1950 on the maintenance of 
the 5,373 miles of metalled roads in the Federation 
amounted to $17,679,000, giving an average cost 
of $3,290 per mile.

CONSTITUTION 


A new Constitution for Nigeria was approved on 
the 29th June, 1951. The Territory is divided 
into three Regions, the Northern, Eastern and 
Western Regions, with Lagos and the Colony 
included in the Western Region. The Territory 
of the Cameroons is administered as an integral 
part of Nigeria in accordance with a Trusteeship 
Agreement dated 14th December, 1946. 


The provisions of the new Constitution are 
recorded in the Nigeria (Constitution) Order in 
Council, 1951, and in the Nigeria (Supplementary 
Provisions) Order in Council, 1951. New Letters 
Patent and Royal Instructions were also issued 
during the year. The Supplementary Provisions 
Order in Council creates three offices of Lieutenant- 
overnor, one for each Region, replacing the 
previous offices of Chief Commissioner of the 
Northern, Eastern and Western Provinces. 


The Constitution now proves for a Legis- 
lature in each Region and for a Central Legis- 


Q} lature for the whole Territory. In the Northern 


and Western Regions the Regional Legislature 
consists of a House of Chiefs and a House of 
Assembly, and in the Eastern Region there is a 
single House, the House of Assembly. The 
Northern House of Chiefs consists of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor as President, three official 
members, 50 Chiefs, and an Adviser on Moslem 
Law. The Northern House of Assembly consists 
of a President, 4 official members, 90 elected 
members, and special members up to a maximum 
of 10. The Western House of Chiefs consists of 
the Lieutenant-Governor as President, 3 official 
members, and 50 Chiefs. The Western House of 
Assembly consists of a President, 4 official mem- 
bers, 80 elected members and special members up 
to a maximum of 3. The Eastern House of Assem- 
bly consists of the Lieutenant-Governor as 
President, 5 official members, 80 elected members 
and special members up to a maximum of 3. 


The Central Legislature consists of a House of 
Representatives of 148 members. Of these mem- 
bers 68 are elected by the two Houses of the North- 
ern Legislature, 34 by the Western Legislature, 
and 34 by the Eastern House of Assembly. There 
are also 6 members to represent interests and 
communities not otherwise adequately represented, 
and 6 official members, being the Chief Secretary, 
the three Lieutenant-Governors, the Attorney- 
General, and the Financial Secretary. 


In each Region there is a Regional Executive 
Council of which the Lieutenant-Governor is 
President. Each of these Councils contains also 
3 ex-officio members and between 6 and 9 Ministers 
(between 7 and 9 in the case of the Eastern Region) 
selected from amongst members of the Legislatures. 


At the Centre there is a Council of Ministers 
consisting of the Governor as President, the 6 
official members of the House of Representatives, 
and 12 Ministers selected from amongst members 
of the House of Representatives in such a way that 
each of the three Regions shall be represented by 
4 Ministers. 


_ The Regional Legislatures have legislative 
jurisdiction over a specified range of subjects, of 
which the most important are Agriculture, Animal 
Health, Fisheries, Forestry, Local Industries, 
Co-operative Societies, Social Welfare, Education, 
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Regional Public Works, Town and Country 


Planning, Customary Land Tenure and certain 
other Land matters. The Central Legislature has 
legislative jurisdiction on all subjects including 
those listed for Regional jurisdiction. 


_ The principal function of the Executive Councils 
in the Regions and of the Council of Ministers at 
the Centre is to be the principal instrument of 
policy in respect of matters to which the juris- 
diction of the Legislature extends. 


Elected members of the Regional Houses of 
Assembly are elected by a process of indirect 
election. The stages in this process vary in each 
of the three Regions. Voters must be persons of 
the age of 21 years or upwards, being: British 
subjects or protected persons, and either resident 
in, or natives of, the area in which they. wish to 
vote. They must also either have paid tax in 
Nigeria or have been exempted from payment. 
In the Northern Region there is a further restriction 
of the franchise to males. 


In the exercise of the prerogative power of 
pardon the Governor is advised by a small Privy 
Council composed of persons specially appointed 
for this purpose. 


ADMINISTRATION 


_ Nigeria is divided for administrative purposes 
into the Northern, Western and Eastern Regions. 
The Northern and Eastern Regions are identical 
with the former Northern and Eastern Provinces, 
but the Western Region includes the Colony as 
well as the former Western Provinces. 


The Northern Region consists of the provinces 
of Adamawa, Bauchi, Benue, Bornu, Ilorin, 
eh Kano, Katsina, Niger, Plateau, Sokoto and 

aria. 


The Western Region consists of the Colony, 
and the provinces of Abeokuta, Benin, Ibadan, 
Tjebu, Oyo, Ondo and Warri. 


The Eastern Region consists of the provinces of 
Calabar, Cameroons, Bamenda, Ogoja, Onitsha, 
Owerri and Rivers. 


The provinces are each partitioned into divisions. 


The seat of Central Government and place of 
residence of the Governor is Lagos. Each of the 
Regions is administered by a Lieutenant-Governor 
responsible to the Governor, the seats of adminis- 
tration being Kaduna (Northern Region), Enugu 
(Eastern Region), and Ibadan (Western Region). 
The Cameroons and Bamenda provinces are 


administered by the Commissioner of the Came- 
roons, who is responsible to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Eastern Region. 


Each province is under the control ofa Resident, 
assisted by a staff of district officers and assistant 
district officers who have charge of the various 
divisions into which the province is divided. The 
Residents and their assistants are responsible for 
the detailed administration of the country. 


Native Authorities—In the early days of adminis- 
tration in the Northern Provinces the system 
known as ‘‘indirect rule’? was set up. The 
effect of this system is that today the functions 
of local government are for the most part 
carried out through native chiefs and councils 
with the assistance of the British administrative 
staff. The native authorities are responsible, 
through the administrative staff, to the Government 
for the peace and good order of their respective 
areas. Certain essential services have been 
undertaken by the native authorities and main- 
tained out of the revenue obtained from a share 
of the taxes collected by them, together with the 
whole of the native court receipts and various 
minor fees. The revenue of each native treasury 
is shown in annual estimates, together with the 
expenditure for the year, drawn up with the 
advice of the administrative staff and approved 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of the region.

Revenue and Expenditure 


As will be seen from the figures given below the 
cost and extent of public services has risen greatly 
since before the 1939-1945 War. The increases 
have been met by raising the rates of direct and 
indirect tax levied upon a considerably greater 
volume of imports and exports and higher per- 
sonal incomes. 


In 1938-39 Revenue was some £6 million and 
Expenditure (omitting earnings and expenditure 
of the Nigerian Railway) some £7 million.

provided £5 million, the balance being made 
up of such items as revenue from the Marine, 
Posts and Telegraphs, Electricity and other 
Government Departments, Mining Royalties, 
Fees and Licences. 

The chief items of expenditure fall into two 
groups ; expenditure on Services, Works and 
Departments, on the-one hand, and expenditure 
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on Development and Welfare schemes on the 
other. Ofthe first group, nearly £10 millions of the 
expenditure for 1951/52 is attributable to the 
cost of Defence, the Police, Marine Works and 
Services, Pensions and Gratuities, Posts and 
Telegraphs, Public Works, Agriculture and 
Forestry, Education, Electrical Works and 
Services, and Medical and Veterinary Services. 


Expenditure on the second group, Develop- 
ment and Welfare, is financed jointly from 
Nigerian Revenue and Loans and from Colonial 
Development and Welfare Grants. 

During 1951/52 more than £4 millions was 
provided in grants, and a further £1.6 millions 
was found from revenue. Schemes for improve- 
ment and advance in Agriculture, Industry, 
Education, Medical Services, Leprosy Control, 
and Water Supplies were among those planned for 
1951/52, together with assistance for a number of 
research projects. 


Public Debt. 


At 31st March, 1951, the total Funded Debt 
amounted to £14,438,000 and the relative Sinking 
Funds totalled £3,670,094.

Direct Taxation 


_ Two forms of direct taxation are in force, 
income tax and general tax. 
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Early in 1948 an arrangement was made 
with H.M. Government for the avoidance of 
double taxation, with retrospective effect from 
ril, 1946. The main result of this arrangement, 
ch is in line with similar arrangements made 

H.M. Government with other countries 
including the U.S.A., Canada, Australia and a 
number of Colonies, is that the profits of a 
British trading concern having a_ permanent 
establishment in Nigeria bear the full rate of 
Nigerian Income Tax, the burden of relieving 
the resultant double taxation being borne by 
the U.K. Similar arrangements were made in 
1950 with the Governments of the Gold Coast, 
Sierra Leone and the Gambia, with effect from 
April, 1950.

(i) Groundnut Mills : There are three groundnut 
mills operating in Kano under private enterprise 
with a total throughput of some 20,000 tons 
of groundnuts per year.

(iii) Textiles: The development. of the 
traditional crafts of spinning, weaving and 
dyeing has been undertaken at a number of 
Textile Training Centres. Two power-operated 
weaving mills each with 60 looms have been 
erected at Lagos and Kano. 

(iv) Pottery: A large-scale modern factory 
for production of domestic pottery is in process 
of erection near Lagos.

Education 


European. At the end of 1950 there were 22 
Government schools in the territory. Of these, 
seven offered primary education up to Standard 5 
and secondary education up to Form III. Two 
others, while offering the full primary range, con- 
tinued to Form IJ ony Eight schools provided 
instruction only within the Pruner range, four 
from K.G. to Standard 5 and four from K.G. to 
Standard 2. There were five Infants’ Schools. 
The total enrolment at Government schools was 


? 
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Certain controlled schools under private 
management catered for children below the per- 
missive school age and others offered instruction 
within the Government school range. In addition 
the Lusaka Dominican Convent High School 
offered secondary education up to Cambridge 
School Certificate standard (Form IV). The 
total enrolment at controlled schools under private 
management was 1,141 including 229 children 
below the permissive school age. 


Boarding accommodation was available at four 
Government schools and four private schools. 
In addition there were, in connection with 
Government schools, three aided private hostels. 


By arrangment with the Southern Rhodesia 
Education Department correspondence tuition 
was provided as required for 61 children (mainly 
six to eight years old) living more than three miles 
from the nearest day school. 


Coloured and Asiatic. Ketapola School, under 
Government management, offered education for 
coloured children in the primary range. There 
were _on private government-aided Indian 
schools. 


_ African. In 1950 there were 1,273 schools receiv- 
ing grants-in-aid including 96 native authority 
schools. There are 50 Government schools. 

The estimated expenditure on African Education 
for 1951 is £498,974, of which £252,150 is grants- 
in-aid for recurrent expenditure. In addition, the 
sum _ of £159,807 is estimated to be spent under 
the Colonial Development and Welfare Scheme. 


Information Services 


With regard to wireless programmes, the small- 
scale rediffusion experiment which was initiated 
in the main African area in Lusaka has proved 
very successful. 


_ Owing to an improvement in the housing position 
it was possible to fill some vacancies in the 
Broadcasting (Engineers) Section of the Informa- 
tion Department and with the delivery of equip- 
ment the development of the transmission side 
of broadcasting has shown very satisfactory 
progress. 


The 15 kw. transmitter has been installed. 


Plans for extensions to studios and transmitters 
which will allow simultaneous broadcasting in 
several languages have been implemented. 


Now that mobile recording equipment has 
arrived programmes of African plays and music 
are being expanded and new and outstanding 
material is being provided. 


With regard to the development of the tourist 
industry, for which the Information Department 
is also responsible, a big-game safari scheme for 
a limited number of hunters is now in operation. 


Labour 


The number of persons in employment in mines, 
sawmills, railways and the Public Works Depart- 
ment in the territory in 1950 was 6,250 Europeans 
and 57,300 Africans. A further 8,000 Europeans 
and 125,000 Africans (estimated) were engaged in 
other forms of employment in the territory. 


In the principal industry in the country (copper 
mining) the average monthly wages, exclusive of 
bonuses, cost-of-living allowance and overtime, 
etc., for Europeans were £48-48 (surface) and 
£54-02 (underground) and for Africans 62s. 2d. 
(surface) and 75s. 11d. (underground). To these 
earnings, which represent little more than half of 
the total remuneration, must be added the value 
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of sub-economic rents of housing etc., enjoyed by 
Europeans and free housing and food provided 
for Africans. 


Wage rates in other industries and occupations 
continued to rise during 1950 but so did the cost 
of living. The index stood at 156 at the end of 
the year (1939 = 100). 


The year brought two major disputes between 
the African Mineworkers’ Trade Union and the 
four Copper Mining Companies. The first, 
relating to wage increases, was settled but the 
second, relating to the question of a profit-sharing 
scheme for African employees, was unresolved at 
the end of the year. 


Disputes applying to the whole Territory 
occurred between the Northern Rhodesia African 
Drivers’ Trade Union and the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce and Industry, and between the 
Northern Rhodesia African Shop Assistants’ 
Trade Union and the same body during the vear. 
Both were settled. 


During the year there were three strikes by 
European workers and 71 by African workers. 
In the case of the latter the strikes were almost all 
of short duration, and were resolved on the spot 
by local Labour Officers. The total man-days 
lost by African workers amounted to 6,124 in 
strikes involving 4,777 workers. 1,732 Euro- 
peans lost 2,522 man-days. 


The dispute inherited from 1949 between the 
Mine Workers’ Union, supported by the African 
Mineworkers’ Trade Union and the four Copper 
Mining Companies, over shorter working hours 
in the copper mining industry, was submitted to 
a Board of Inquiry which sat at Kitwe in September. 
The Board’s report was published later in the year, 
and recommended that the normal weekly working 
hours should not be reduced to 40, but that they 
should not exceed 48, which they do at present, 
in some cases. The Board also recommended an 
extra annual paid holiday, and extended travelling 
time for European employees proceeding on leave. 
The Board also advised against the introduction 
of compulsory arbitration for disputes in the 
mining industry following upon the failure of 
conciliation. 


Trade Unionism continued to spread amongst 
African workers, and by the end of the year there 
were seven Trade Unions. The number of 
European employee representative bodies remained 
at four, with a like number of Associations 
representing employers. 


As a result of negotiations between the Northern 
Rhodesia Master Builders’ and Allied Trades 
Association and the Northern Rhodesia General 
Workers’ Trade Union, a very comprehensive 
agreement covering wages and conditions of 
employment was reached. This agreement lays 
down, for the first time in the building industry, 
uniform rates of wages, a 48-hour week, payment 
rate of time and a half for overtime, three paid 
Public Holidays per year, and provision for paid 
annual leave. The Agreement also provides for 
the payment to all employees of an inclusive wage 
in place of the old arrangement of cash wage plus 
food ration. The inclusive wage now includes a 
cash equivalent of rations and, in order to assist 
labourers in the new idea of feeding themselves, 
this cash equivalent is paid weekly. The balance 
of wages is paid at the end of the month or the 
ticket, as the case may be. This experiment 
appears to be working very well, and it also seems 
to have some effect in combating absenteeism. 
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A further big step forward in industrial relations 
has been taken by both sides in the building industry 
in the setting up of a Joint Industrial Council. 


One of the most important Ordinances affecting 
both African and European labour introduced 
during the year was the Silicosis Ordinance (No. 
27 of 1950), which was brought into operation on 
1st November, 1950. 


On 10th July, 1950, the sec meee (Amend- 
ment) Ordinance (No. 6 of 1950) was enacted. 
This was designed to prevent articles and certifi- 
cates of apprenticeship being given except under 
the Ordinance. 


The scope of the Apprenticeship Ordinance was 
considerably widened on 3rd October, 1950, by the 
schedule of trades being made applicable to all 
industries and undertakings, including the Govern- 
ment of Northern Rhodesia. 


The Employment of Natives (Amendment) 
Ordinance (No. 9 of 1950) enacted on 21st July, 
1950, provided that an African employee might, 
with the approval of the Commissioner for Labour 
and Mines and with his own consent, be charged 
rent for housing provided for him by his employer. 
This amendment was introduced to meet the 
wishes of Africans for an inclusive wage system 
and approval was given in the first instance only 
in respect of the higher grades of mine employees. 


The Employment of Women, Young Persons and 


Children (Amendment) Ordinance (No. 49 of 


1950) was introduced to carry out more effectively 
the intention of Ordinance No. 45 of 1949, to 
prevent the employment of young persons between 
the ages of twelve and sixteen in industrial under- 
takings without permission. This Ordinance had 
not come into operation at the end of the year. 


Under the provisions of the Trade Unions and 
Trade Disputes Ordinance, 1949, the Trade 
Unions (Registration) Regulations, 1950, were 
made by the Governor in Council on 13th May, 
1950. The Regulations prescribed the manner 
of application for registration of a Trade Union, 
the forms to be used, the making of annual returns 
and the fees payable. 


The Employment of Natives Regulations were 
amended on 4th July, 1950, to permit the Director 
Commissioner for 


of Medical Services and the 1 
Labour and Mines to approve, subject to certain 
safeguards, temporary buldings to be used for a 
period of not more than ten years, provided that 


each year after the second year a Labour Officer 


and a Medical Officer jointly certified that these 
buildings were fit for human habitation. 


The staff of the Labour Branch of the Depart- 
ment, excluding officers engaged purely on clerical 
duties, was 20, in the Trade Testing branch three 
officers, in the Apprenticeship branch one officer ; 
the Workmen’s Compensation Commissioner, 
who was also a member of the Department, 
performed the duties of Controller of Apprentice- 
ship in addition to his other duties. 


For the purpose of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Ordinance a workman is now, with certain 
exceptions, an employee whose earnings do not 
exceed £1,200 per annum (as compared with £950 
per annum previously).

Government employs three women Welfare 
Officers and one male Welfare Officer, although

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The Salvation Army operates a Home of Refuge 


for European children and an Old Men’s Home. 
Both Homes are at Ndola. An _ additional 
children’s home was opened during 1951 and is 
operated by the Diocese of Northern Rhodesia.

THE RHODES-LIVINGSTONE INSTITUTE 


_ The Rhodes-Livingstone Institute was founded 
in 1937 by Sir Hubert Young to undertake socio- 
logical research in Central Africa. Its funds are 
drawn partly from private donations and partly 
from a Government grant and it has also received 
a grant from Colonial Development and Welfare 
funds. During 1950, members of the Institute 
were studying the Lunda, Yao, Shona_ and 
Ndebele peoples, besides problems of African 
urban life and the economic life of the Tonga 
people. The Institute also publishes a number of 
occasional papers on anthropology and related 
subjects. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Aviation 


The Air Pilot of Northern Rhodesia (1950 
Edition) together with the Air Law (1951 Edition) 
provide detailed information on aviation in 
Northern Rhodesia. 

One International and three National Airports 
lying along the North/South corridor route 
throughout the territory provide Customs, Health 
and Immigration controls as well as fuel, Air 
Traffic Control, radio and radio navigation aids. 
In all, 42 airfields are maintained, of which 14 are 
constructed for use in all weathers. 

Central African Airways provide both regional 
and internal scheduled services with a fieet of 
oe consisting of 7 Vikings, 5 Doves and 4 

eavers.

The Northern Rhodesia Flying Club retains its 
main activities on the copperbelt but with zonal 
branches at Lusaka and Livingstone. 


Posts, Telegraphs and Wireless 


The cauly mail service by rail between post 
Offices on the line of rail is now supplemented by 
air mails between certain main centres. 

The South African Airways (Springbok Service) 
handling airmails for overseas countries now 
operates three times a week. 


There are now 66 post offices (including one 
mobile post office), 15 of which are money order 
offices and 56 telegraph offices. The main 
telegraph and trunk route lies alongside the railway 
line from the Victoria Falls to Chingola with 
branches from Kitwe to Mufulira, and from 
Ndola to Luanshya and the Belgian Congo 
Border. There is also a radio telephone link 
between Lusaka and Fort Jameson. 

Wireless stations at Abercorn, Balovale, 
Broken Hill, Chinsali, Feira, Fort Jameson, Fort 
Rosebery, Isoka, Kasama, Kasempa, Kawambwa, 
Livingstone, Lundazi, Luwingu, Mankoya, Mko- 
shi, Mongu, Mpika, Mporokoso, Mumbwa, 
Mwinilunga, Nakonde, Namwala, Ndola, Petauke, 
Ridgeway (Lusaka), Senanga, Serenje, Sesheke, 
Solwezi and Shiwangandu maintain a public 
service.

TRADE AND INDUSTRY 
Agriculture 


The total cattle population in 1950 was 907,000, 
an increase of 44 Pon the previous year. 136,000 
were owned by Europeans and 771,000 by Africans. 
600,000 of the African-owned cattle were in the 
Southern and Barotse Provinces. 


Cattle prices were increased during the year, 
and 32,000 head were sold forslaughter. Supplies 
from Barotseland are increasing, and buying is 
now effected by the trade. 


An outbreak of Foot and Mouth Disease was 
controlled by the inoculation of 40,000 head with 
a heat-attenuated live virus. 20,000 doses of 
phenanthridinium were issued for the control of 
trypanosomiasis, and 270,000 doses of an 
vaccine were supplied. 


The greater poe of the territory is unde- 
veloped agriculturally. The indigenous popu- 
lation is self-supporting in its food supply, nearly 
the whole of its requirements being produced 
in the village gardens. There is little general 
trade in food commodities except in the railway 
belt where the surplus native maize crop is mark- 
eted by the Maize Control Board. This surplus 
in 1950 amounted to 359,000 bags. The staple 
native cereals are finger millet (Eleusine coracana), 
Kaffir corn (Sorghum) and maize. The millet is 
produced over extensive tracts of the territory on 
a system of shifting cultivation whereby grain 
crops are grown in rotation with forest re-growths. 
Other native crops are bullrush millet (Pennisetum 
typhoideum), groundnuts, cassava, sweet potatoes 
and a variety of curcurbits and legumes. 
Tobacco is widely cultivated by the natives but

SOCIAL SERVICES 
Education 


The Five-Year Educational Plan for the years 
1950-54 is now in operation. The first Five- 
Year plan for 1945-49 aimed at laying the founda- 
tions of a ten-year expansion programme. 
During this period half the recurrent expenditure 
was met by the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Fund, whereas the whole recurrent cost 
of the second five years will be borne locally. 
As a result of the Educational Survey which was 
completed in 1950 and which covered all existing 
facilities for African primary education in every 
district, vital information has been acquired on a 
local basis of what is needed for the development 
and consolidation of the primary school system. 
An agreed expansion programme has been drawn 
up for each district detailing the development in 
each year from 1950-54. 


The Governor is advised on education policy 
by four separate committees for African, European, 
Asian and Eurafrican education. Each com- 
mittee contains representatives of the section of 
the ony concerned. Each administrative 
- district has a School Committee which advises the 
Director of Education on local matters. Policy 
is implemented under the supervision of the 
Education Department which inspects all schools, 
controls and maintains Government schools, 
conducts Government and public examinations 
and pays all local educational grants. The staff 
of the Department consists of 39 Europeans, 48 
Africans, two Indians and two Eurafricans. The 
total expenditure on Education for all races in 
1950 amounted to £180,150. 


Information Services 


The Public Relations branch of the Secretariat 
was constituted as a separate Government 
Department in 1951.

Telegraph facilities have, how- 
ever, now been supplemented by the provision of 
radio teleprinter working between Zomba and 
Salisbury, and a hand speed radio link between 
Zomba-Lusaka and Zomba-Beira.

In 1950, the islanders numbered 240, and there 
were 26 resident non-islanders. There were about 
260 head of cattle on the island. 


Except during the war years it had become the 
practice to arrange, if possible, for a ship to call 
annually at the Island with mails and supplies. 
With the establishment of the fishing industry in 
1949, five or six calls a year during the summer 
months have, however, become the rule. 


In 1950 an Island Council, which had been in 
informal existence for some 25 years, was re- 
organised on the basis of three non-islander 
members (including the Administrator as Chair- 
man) and 17 Islander members (including six 
women representatives). 


December to March is the period of the year 
that the weather is most likely to be settled and 
suitable for visiting and landing upon the Island. 
But in all seasons, except the mid-winter of June, 
July and August, weather conditions quite often 
pert the islanders to voyage in open canvas 

oats to Inaccessible and Nightingale Islands to 
gather birds and eggs, shear the sheep kept on 
Inaccessible, etc. 


For flour, sugar, jam, and other prepared or 
manufactured food the Island is dependent upon 
imports. Apple trees are in fair number and 
bear well ; there are also peaches, vines, a few fig 
trees and a plentiful supply of local ‘‘ cranberry.”’ 
The main tree of the island, Phylica_nitida, 
which resembles a juniper and upon which the 
islanders still largely depend for fuel, has been 
cut out in the immediate vicinity of the settle- 
ment, but still covers at least 20% of the Island. 
Attempts are now being made to establish this, 
Insignis Pine, and other suitable species, on a 
plantation basis. 


The meteorological and wireless station which 
is still maintained on the Island by the Govern- 
ment of South Africa is in contact with passing 
shipping daily from 12.00 to 13.00 hours G.M.T., 
for the purpose of giving and receiving weather 
reports on a frequency of 500 Ke/s. 

Fish of good quality is plentiful. There are 
rich crayfish beds, and some 60 tons of tails were 
exported in 1950. The canning factory of the 
Tristan Development Company, the South 
African company referred to in The Colonial Office 
List 1951, was completed at the end of 1950.

SOCIAL SERVICES 


Information Services 


The Government of Sarawak Information Ser- 
vice, which is a branch of the office of the Chief 
Secretary, was established in January, 1951, 
and has since that date been considerably ex- 
panded. G.S.1.S. conducts the Government’s 
relations with the Sarawak and Malayan Press to 
which it supplies information and guidance on 
Government policy and activity, and co-ordinates 
official publicity campaigns. It produces two 
monthly newspapers in Malay and Iban and oper- 
ates five mobile cinemas which give free shows to 
the public and to schools. It distributes pam- 
phlets, newspapers, periodicals and posters in 
English, Malay and Chinese throughout the 
country, and has opened a public Information 
Reading Room in Kuching. It is hoped that more 
Reading Rooms will shortly be opened in other 
centres, which will be a base for community 
radio listening. 


Welfare 

A Social Welfare Council has also been estab- 
lished, which includes representatives of all the 
various organisations which are interested in this 
kind of work, as well as of the general public. 
The Council co-ordinates all existing voluntary 
social welfare activities in the Colony, sponsors 
such welfare projects as it approves of, and 
initiates new projects. 

A Girls’ Home was established at the end of 
1950 and is being managed by the Salvation Army 
with financial assistance from the Government. 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Air 
The new airport at Kuching, which possesses 
modern air radio and navigational aids, was 
officially opened to traffic in September, 1950. 
Air communication with Singapore, Labuan, 
Jesselton and Sandakan is at present maintained 
means of services four times weekly in each 
rey a operated by Malayan Airways Dakota 
aircraft. 
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A new runway is under construction at Sibu 
mainly financed by Colonial Development and 
Welfare funds. 


Posts and Telegraphs

The air-mail service with Singapore, Labuan, 
Jesselton and Sandakan, maintained by aircraft 
of Messrs. Malayan Airways Ltd., is now operated 
four times weekly.

The Colony has no public debt. Approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the revenue is derived from 
Customs import and export duties ; other sources 
are excise duties, licences and taxes which include 
income tax on Companies and revenue from 
Government property. The only direct taxes 
levied on the native population are the Dayak 
** door tax’ of $1 per family per year and the 
Malay ‘‘ head tax ”’ of $1 which is levied on all 
males of working age.

The apparently favourable trade balance 
for 1950 does not give a clear picture of the position 
as exports and re-exports of petroleum account for 
no less than $230,308,089 of the total exports. 
Similarly, $199,078,712 of the imports are account- 
ed for by crude oil won in the neighbouring 
territory of Brunei and piped to the refinery in 
Sarawak. Crude oil actually won in Sarawak 
during the year 1950 amounted to 56,601 tons. 
Next to petroleum, the chief imports are foodstuffs 
and manufactured goods, and the chief exports 
rubber, sago flour, pepper, timber, rattans, and 
jelutong.

POPULATION

CONSTITUTION 


On 7th April, 1951, new Letters Patent issued, 
to take effect on a date to be notified by proclama- 
tion of the Governor, revoking the Letters Patent 
of 1924. These differ from the earlier Letters 
Patent principally in that they no longer provide 
for a Legislative Council and for legislative 
procedure. The Letters Patent took effect from the 
27th November, 1951. New Royal Instructions 
dated 9th April, 1951, revoke the Instructions of 
1924. These provide for an Executive Council of 
four ex officio members and not less than four un- 
official members appointed from among the elected 
members of the Legislative Council. The Instruc- 
tions also deal with legislative procedure. On 
Sth April, 1951, there issued new Orders of the 
King in Council, one to provide for the Protec- 
torate, the other to provide for the Legislative 
Council, each revoking the corresponding Orders 
in Council of 1924. The former Instrument does 
not differ substantially from the Order in Council 
of 1924, but the latter provides for a new Legisla- 
tive Council, to consist of 32 members including 
the Governor (who is President) and a Vice- 
President. There are seven ex officio members, 
seven members elected from the Colony districts, 
twelve members elected from the Protectorate 
District Councils, two members elected from the 
Protectorate Assembly, and two nominated

‘in the Letters Patent. 
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members appointed by the Governor. This Order 
in Council contains provisions in connection with 
legislative procedure which in 1924 were included 
It does not, however, 
contain the procedure for the election of members 
to the Legislative Council, as did the Order in 
Council of 1924. This is now provided for in a 
local Statute, the Legislative Council (Elections) 
Ordinance, 1951. 


ADMINISTRATION 
Protectorate 


In 1951, under the provisions of the District 
Councils Ordinance, 1950, the basis of representa- 
tion in the District Councils was broadened by 
the addition of three members who may be either 
appointed by the Chiefdom representatives in the 
District Council or elected for a particular area. 
By the same Ordinance executive and financial 
responsibilities are vested in the Councils to enable 
them to take their full part in the economic 
development of the Protectorate. Their revenues 
are derived from Native Administrations, Govern- 
ment and from the Produce Marketing Board.

There are now about 2,000 miles of trunk 
telephone and telegraph lines in the territory and 
about 2,000 miles of local and urban telephone 
lines in the Colony and other centres. The trunk 
system now includes Bo, Mano, Freetown, Njala, 
Moyamba, Sembehun and Waterloo. On Ist 
January, 1951, the Post and Telegraphs Depart- 
ment took over responsibility for the telegraph 
service from the Sierra Leone Government 
Railway.

HIsTORY 


The grant by Royal Charter of City Status 
to Singapore Municipality on the 22nd September, 
1951 was a land-mark in the history of the Colony. 


CONSTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATION 
Form of Government 


The Executive Council over which the Governor 
presides consists of the 4 ex-officio members of 
the Legislative Council (see below), two other 
Officials, and 6 unofficials including 2 elected by 
the unofficial members of the Legislative Council. 
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The Legislative Council now consists of the 
Governor as President (with an original and a 
casting vote) ; 4 ex-officio members (the Colonial 
and Financial Secretaries, the Attorney-General, 
and the President of the eg Councillors) ; 5 
nominated officials ; 3 elected severally by the 
Singapore, Chinese and Indian Chambers of 
Commerce ; 9 elected by universal suffrage of all 
British subjects and persons born in the British 
protected States in Malaya and Borneo over 21 
on the annually-revised electoral register ; and 
4 nominated unofficials. The Council thus has 
an unofficial majority. The nine elected members 
are returned from single-member constituencies. 
Those on the electoral register now number 46,622. 
The Council has an unofficial Vice-President who 
deputises for the President. 


The City Council of Singapore consists of a 
President and 27 members. 


Eighteen of the City Councillors are elected by 
popular vote, six elections being held each year. 
The City Electoral Register now includes 26,898 
names. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


Education 


The enrolment in all registered schools is now 
139,956 as compared with 124,113 a year ago. 
Of the number of pupils now in English schools, 
16,773 receive remission of fees, while 17,025. 
pupils in other registered schools received assis- 
tance in paying school fees. 


Expenditure in 1951 on education, excluding 
expenditure on public works, is estimated at 
$16,303,943. The actual figure in 1950 was 
$8,879,381. 


The eighteen new schools in the 1950 Supple- 
mentary Education Plan were all completed, 
and are functioning, nine of them having both 
morning and afternoon sessions. One of the 
1950 Supplementary schools has been completed 
and six others are under construction. Three 
schools scheduled under the Ten-Year Plan 
have been completed, one is under construction, 
and tenders for two others have been accepted. 
Extensions to two older English schools are under 
way. One new Malay school has been completed. 


There are 1,480 teachers and students under- 
going training at Government expense. 129 of 
these are enrolled in full-time courses at the 
Teachers’ Training College, and 983 in part-time 
courses, the medium of instruction being English. 
There are twenty-one Singapore Malay students 
at the Sultan Idris Training College, and seven at 
the Malay Women’s Training College. The 
remainder consist of teachers enrolled in training 
classes conducted in Chinese, Malay, and English. 
1,305 students attend adult classes in technical 
subjects in the evenings. | 


The Government is now bearing the total ex- 
pense of the teaching of English in Chinese 
schools. In addition, the grant-in-aid for all 
aided Chinese schools (containing sixty per cent 
of the total enrolment) has been doubled. A 
liaison officer has been appointed to make and 
preserve contact with Managing Committees, and 
schools are being encouraged to have their con- 
stitutions drawn up and submitted for approval. 

Pressure on apere in Malay schools continues 
to increase. The most important development 
has been a suggestion from the teachers, supported 
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by a large section of the parents, that the curri- 
culum of these schools should be altered in such 
a vay at to dove-tail into the ‘* Regional ’’ school 
scheme.

Its work, limited at present, is commended to 
every church, firm, trade union, social club and 
welfare organisation. 


The Schools Broadcasts from Radio Malaya have 
further consolidated their position as an essential 
part of the educational system. The programmes 
are prepared and broadcast in Singapore but they 
serve the whole of the Federation in addition to 
the Colony. During 1951 the Malay and Chinese 
broadcasts particularly have shown development. 


30,000 a year the number of deaths dropped from 
14,200 in 1939 to 12,300 in 1950 and infantile 
deaths from 4,500 to 3,800. The infant mortality 
rate has fallen from 130-47 in 1939, and about 
300 during the occupation, to 82-2 in 1950. 


Labour 


The rise in the cost of living, which occurred 
shortly after the rise in rubber and tin prices to 
high levels early in 1951, brought a crop of nego- 
tiated agreements between workers and emp oyets 
giving increases in wage rates or cost of living 
allowances. According to records kept by the 
Labour Department, there were negotiated 
increases in 23 different industries, and there is little 
doubt that there was a general rise in rates over 
the whole field of employment. 


The .declaration of the Emergency in June, 
1948, led to the disappearance of many of the 
leaders of the communist-dominated _ trade 
unions. During the three years which have elapsed 
since then, the trade union movement has made 
useful progress, the idea of voluntary negotiation 
having gained much ground. There were three 
strikes in the early part of 1951, two of them lasting 
over three weeks each. While the right to strike 
has been in no way restricted as a result of the 
Emergency, under the Emergency (Strikes and 
Lock-outs) Regulations 1948, fourteen days notice 
of strike or lock-out must be given by workers or

Health 


The Government Medical Department, in its 
9 hospitals, now provide accommodation of up to 
4,000 beds including the Mental Hospital. 


There are now five static dispensaries and four 
travelling dispensaries for the rural population. 


The Medical Plan which was approved in 1948, . 
seeks to double the present services in all direc- ree ae ak - es pe Sebo uie wer 
tions. Unions is about 53,000. 


By the end of 1951, the new Medical Store and 
Manufactory will be completed and a further 
extension of accommodation will be provided 
at Trafalgar House (Hospital for Lepers). 1952 
will see the beginning of a new Outpatients’ 
Department and Nurses Hostel to accommodate 
250 nurses at the General Hospital. 


500 beds are provided at the T.B. clinic pre- 
sented by the Rotary Club. 


With the assistance of a World Health Organi- 
sation team of experts a B.C.G. campaign was 
successfully started in 1951 and this work is now 
being built up as a routine part of the medical 
department’s work. If the average incidence of 
tuberculosis from 1939-1941 is taken as 100, 
the index which rose to 170 during the Japanese 
occupation fell to 52 in 1950. The problem 
remains urgent and plans for a sanatorium are 
now being made. 


The Singapore Anti-Tuberculosis Association 
is also greatly extending its accommodation. 


Hospital out-patient attendances which were 
under 100,000 in pre-war years rose to 433,000 
in 1950. Tuberculosis out-patients increased 
from a negligible number before the war to 43,000 
in 1950. In the rural and maternity services, 
clinics have increased in number from 11 before the 
war to 39 in 1950; attendances have increased 
in the same period from 85,000 to 170,000. 
Homes visited. by nurses now total 28,000 and by 
midwives 47,000. In the villages, midwives are

Welfare 


The Department of Social Welfare carries 
out statutory and administrative functions in the 
social field which are not provided by existing 
Government Departments. The Colony’s num- 
erous and well organised voluntary agencies, 
with whom the Department works in close part- 
nership, cover an important segment of the 
welfare field. The Department operates such 
residual institutions or services as are not, or 
cannot conveniently be, established and main- 
tained by voluntary effort alone. 


The Department acts as a _ co-ordinating 
agency between the various voluntary bodies as 
well as those Departments of Government whose 
activities impinge upon the field of social welfare. 
The medium by which this is carried out is the 
Social Welfare Council, consisting of representa- 
tives of the most prominent voluntary bodies 
including the churches, as well as heads of the 
Departments of Education, Medicine and Labour, 
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and representatives of the City Council and the 
Rural Board. Government grants to voluntary 
bodies are administered by the Department. 


The Department is the body which exercises 
statutory functions under the Women and 
Girls’ Ordinance and the Children’s Ordinance. 
In this it co-operates with the Police, the Immigra- 
tion Department, and: the Medical Department, 
carrying out raids on notorious premises, screening 
all female immigrants, conducting prosecutions 
and maintaining a large number of women an 
children in need of care and protection in three 
institutions as well as inspecting similar institu- 
tions run by voluntary bodies. 


Indoor and outdoor assistance is financed 
partly from revenue and partly by trust funds and 
voluntary organisations. The Tuberculosis Treat- 
ment Allowances Scheme, introduced in 1949, 
is a primary weapon in the Colony’s action against 
tuberculosis. Its aim is to rehabilitate tuber- 
culosis victims in the early stages whilst cure is 
still possible. A new scheme for public assistance 
was brought into force on the Ist August, 1951, 
and this scheme as well as the Tuberculosis Treat- 
ment Allowances Scheme are under constant 
review and revision as experience is gained in 
their operation. 


The Probationary Service has now been ex- 
tended to the Adult Courts. Hitherto, the 
Probationary Service had worked only in con- 
junction with the Juvenile Court, which sits in the 
Social Welfare Department building. The De- 

artment is responsible for the management of 
institutions for the detention of juveniles, and is 
responsible for the administration of the legis- 
lation providing for the registration of transferred 
children. An advice and enquiry service is in 
existence helping individuals in such matters as 
making claims, settling disputes and tracing 
relatives. 


The Department runs 18 Children’s Social 
Centres, which are attended by some of the 
poorest children between the ages of 2 and 14. 
In the early days of these Centres, the emphasis 
lay largely on the feeding aspect, but more and 
more emphasis is now being put on the social and 
educational potentialities which the Centres 
have been shown to possess in over-crowded 
areas, where schooling, club and community 
facilities are not yet available to the whole popu- 
lation. These Centres owe their success largely 
to a body of voluntary workers, representative 
of all communities in Singapore. 


The Department seeks to stimulate the estab- 
lishment of boys’ and girls’ clubs and hostels 
and where possible to run such institutions through 
the agency of voluntary bodies, the Department 
providing funds and advice when required. 
In this work the Department collaborates with the 
Singapore Youth Council and the Federation of 
Boys’ Clubs, both independent organisations. 


_ The training of officers of the Department, both 
in Singapore and in the United Kingdom, has 
proceeded satisfactorily. Two senior officers of 
the Department, who have been studying in London 
for the last three years, are expected back before the 
end of 1951. further two senior officers will 
proceed to the United Kingdom for specialised 
training during the course of 1952. Slowly, but 
surely, the Department is building up a body of 
professional officers specially trained in various 
aspects of Social Welfare work. 
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Through the Social Research Section of the 
Department, it is hoped to plan surveys which will 
be of great value in the future social and economic 
planning of Singapore. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Shipping and Port Facilities 


The total length of the wharves of the Singapore 
Harbour Board is now 13,000 feet. The area 
of storage warehouses has increased to 800,000 


d| sq. feet. 


The total capacity of the dockyard power 
Station is now 6,500 kilowatts. 


For the year ended 30th June, 1951, 2,873 vessels 
of a total registered tonnage of 8,144,343 tons 
were berthed at the wharves. This is the highest 
figure since the war. The amount of cargo 
dealt with in the same period was 2,608,915 tons 
inward and 2,338,357 outward. These figures 
include fuel, oil and coal. During the same 
period, 416 vessels were docked for repairs and 
painting.

PUBLIC FINANCE

Public Revenue for 1950 was $113,774,111 and 
Expenditure, $95,979,289, making a surplus for 
the year of $17,794,822. The revised estimate 
of Revenue for 1951 is $151,892,186 and of 
Expenditure, $121,558,517, making a surplus of 
$30,333,669.

CURRENCY AND BANKING 


Indian currency was legal tender for many 
years. East African currency was introduced 
shortly after the return of British forces to the 
Protectorate in 1941 and became legal tender 
concurrently with Indian currency early in 1942. 
The post-war years saw a gradual extension in the 
use of East African currency due to government 
policy of withdrawing rupees from circulation. 
Finally a general withdrawal and exchange was 
organized in October, 1951 (to coincide with 
similar operations in Aden), and Indian currency 
ceased to be legal tender on 31st October, 1951. 


By the time these notes are published a branch 
bank will have been opened in the capital, Hargeisa, 
and the normal banking business of the Protec- 
torate (including the Government account), 
hitherto conducted in Aden, will doubtless have 
been transferred to it.. 


There is also a Government Savings Bank in the 
Protectorate.

The largest hospital group is at Dar-es-Salaam 
with accommodation for a total of 487 of all 
races. 


Government leprosaria are maintained at Chazi 
in the Eastern Province and Makete in the 
Southern Highlands. In addition a number of 
Government subsidised leprosaria are maintained 
by the Missions in various parts of the Territory. 

Specialist services include medicine, surgery, 
pathology, tuberculosis, ophthalmology and 
sleeping sickness. 
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The headquarters of the inter-territorial anti- 
malarial unit is now at Amani in the Northern 
Province. 


A Departmental Nutrition Officer is at present 
working with the East African Medical Survey at 
Mwanza. 


Labour 


Three Regional Assistant Labour Commis- 
sioners and a Trade Testing Inspector have 
been added to the Labour Department Staff. 


On the lines of communication, Government 
have established various camps and shelters for the 
free use of African labourers travelling to and 
from the employment areas which are maintained 
by this Department ; so also have the professional 
and private recruiters, the latter including organi- 
sations of employers. At these camps food is 
provided and a dresser and first-aid facilities are 
also available. 


Twenty Labour Exchanges are now in operation 
in the Territory with the object of placing skilled 


| and semi-skilled workers in touch with potential 


employers. These exchanges are linked together 
at the headquarters where a further subsidiary 
exchange deals with applications for employment 
from districts where no labour exchange exists.

Aeropostal Venezolana, Trans-Canada Air Lines, 
Aerovias Brasil, British Guiana Airways, Aero- 


lineas Argentinas, Avianca Airlines and Iberia 
Airlines. The last three operate on a ‘‘ non-traffic”’ 
basis. Through the medium of these services the 
Colony is directly linked up with other British 
West Indian Islands, the Dutch and French 
West Indies, the Virgin Islands, British, French and 
Dutch Guiana, British Honduras, Cuba, Domin- 
ican Republic, Haiti, Puerto Rico, Argentina, 
Uruguay, Brazil, Venezuela, Colombia, Panama, 
Bermuda, United States and Canada; and by 
connecting services with the United Kingdom and 
other parts of the world. During 1950 there were 
13,709 aircraft movements. The total number of 
passengers carried was 113,328 and the amount 
of mail and freight handled was 356,518 Ibs. and 
1,611,275 Ibs. respectively. 


PuBLic FINANCE

In 1950 the Revenue totalled $50,619,150 ; 
the Expenditure $50,430,561. The Public Debt 
at 31st December 1950 stood at_ $42,124,086. 
Grants received from His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom under Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts during the year amounted 
to $389,679. No grants in aid of Administration 
were received. 

The main sources of revenue in 1950 were cus- 
toms and excise, $17,636,815 ; tax on incomes, 
$17,540,406 ; licences and other inland revenue, 
$3,621,785 ; forests, lands and _ petroleum, 
$6,217,656. 

The main headings of expenditure in 1950 were 
public debt, $2,114,562 ; social services, including 
health and education, $10,223,484; works and 
hydraulics, extraordinary and annually recurrent, 
$8,941,734 ; railways and telegraphs, including 
road transport, $3,049,717 ; police, $3,018,666 ; 
defence, $41,827.

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PUBLIC DEBT 


The Public Debt of $42,124,086 at 31st Decem- 
ber, 1950 was made up of $18,933,686 local loans 
and $23,190,400 external loans. Of the total, 
$3,825,728 was raised on behalf of the Imperial 
Treasury, and $13,050,206 for other authorities. 


CURRENCY AND BANKING 


,__ The total value of Government currency notes 
in circulation at 31st December, 1950, was 
$21,369,249. 


The currency comprises dollar notes (1 dollar= 
30 pence) and British silver and bronze coin. 
Trinidad unified its currency note system with that 
of the other British territories in the Eastern 
Caribbean (Barbados, British Guiana, the Lee- 
ward and the Windward Islands) in 1951, and the 
currency now includes notes issued by the Eastern 
Caribbean Currency Board (Trinidad Government 
notes are being withdrawn). Legislative provision 
also exists for the eventual unification of coin in the 
British Eastern Caribbean territories. 


The total number of depositors with Govern- 
ment savings banks at the 31st December, 1950, 


was 103,681, with deposits amounting to 
$10,572,376.

Asphalt. The quantity of asphalt produced in 
1950 was 132,846 tons, compared with 145,160 
tons in 1949, 


Petroleum. Production of crude oil in 1950 
amounted to 20,632,421 barrels, compared with 
20,616,721 barrels in 1949. 


Sugar. The 1950 sugar crop yielded 146,508 
tons, compared with 158,890 tons in 1949. Peasant 
farmers produced 36°81 per cent of a total of 
1,401,931 tons of cane milled. At the end of the 
year there were six sugar factories. 


The export of molasses in 1950 was 409,358 
cwt. The greater part of the remainder of the 
supply was used in the manufacture of rum. 


Coconuts. Copra milled in 1950 was 35,408,000 
lb. compared with 35,353,920 Ib. in 1949. With the 
exception of 1,568,000 1b., which was exported, 
all the copra produced in 1950 was delivered to 
the factories for oil extraction and processing 


Citrus. There are now about 14,500 acres 
under citrus. Good crops of oranges and grape- 
fruit were obtained but the lime crop was in- 
different. Exports of all citrus and _ citrus 
products during 1950 were valued at $2,176,231 
as compared with $1,163,969 in 1949. 

Coffee. The acreage of this crop has increased 
owing largely to replacements under the Cocoa 
Subsidy Scheme. Heavy rains had a depressing 
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effect on yields, particularly that of the Arabica 
crop. Returns from the Robusta crop were more 
satisfactory, but less than those obtained in 1949, 
In 1950 a total of 1,636,199 Ib. of raw coffee and 
57,101 lb. of prepared coffee was exported, 
compared with 2,344, 817 lb. of raw coffee and 
52,369 Ib. of prepared coffee in 1949.

SOCIAL SERVICES 


Education 
The various missionary societies continue to 


play a leading part in the educational system of 


the Protectorate. In 1950 there were 1,352 
Government or grant-aided African primary 
schools and of these 1,295 were Mission-owned. 
The total number of children attending these 
schools was 158,900, of whom 37,800 were girls. 
It is not possible to obtain accurate figures for 
Mission or Muslim schools not aided by Govern- 
ment, but it is estimated that these may contain 
up to the same number of pupils as those in the 
aided system. There were in 1950 50 Government 
or aided African secondary schools, of which 41 
were Mission-owned. These schools contained 
5,056 pupils, of whom 645 were girls. 


The education of the Asian community was 
provided for by eight Government and 70 aided 
schools, of which .74 were primary and four 


and Excise, : 
figures for 1951 are £7,593,500 and £3,478,000. 
The Public Debt consists of £850,000 of Uganda 
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secondary. These schools contained 7,012 pupils 
(3,195 girls) in primary and 1,251 (302 girls) in 
secondary classes. 


European primary schools in Uganda contained 


232 pupils and a further 304 European children 
attended primary and secondary schools in Kenya. 


1,896 students were undergoing training at the 


41 Primary and Vernacular Teacher Training 
Centres. 


In the field of higher education, Makerere 


College, which is situated in Uganda, is an 


autonomous institution financed by the East 
African Governments, with assistance under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts. In 
1950 this College was admitted to special relations 
with the University of London and was recognised 
as the University College of East Africa. In that 


year the College had 230 students including seven 
women; 82 men and five women were from 
Uganda. . 


Four Government scholars returned from study 


overseas during 1950, eight scholars began their 
studies overseas and some 12 more were chosen 
for the 1951 session.

PRODUCTION AND TRADE 


The principal economic crops of Uganda are 
cotton and coffee. Cotton, which is cultivated 
almost entirely by Africans, is grown as a rain 
crop without the assistance of irrigation, with the 
result that there is a somewhat wide variation 
from year to year in the total crop produced. 
But the general level of production shows a 
steady upward trend. In the 1949/50 season 
1,628,000 acres were planted. This was the 
second highest acreage ever attained in the 
Protectorate and yielded a crop amounting to 
342,000 bales. | 


UGANDA 


Both Robusta and Arabica varieties of coffee 
are grown, production in 1949/50 exceeding 32,000 
tons. Other economic crops are groundnuts, 
tobacco and tea. Salted fish and crocodile skins 
are important items of export. Recent investiga- 
tions have shown that Uganda contains valuable 
mineral deposits including gold, copper, cobalt, 
wolfram, magnetite, apatite, niobium and 
zirconium. 

The principal imports are cotton piece goods, 
agricultural and industrial machinery, motor 
vehicles, petroleum and oil. The following table 
gives comparative figures for the value of imports 
and exports in recent years :

The Territories of Basutoland, the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate and Swaziland in southern Africa 
are administered by the Secretary of State for 
Commonwealth Relations through a High Com- 
missioner appointed by the Queen. The High 
Commissioner also holds the office of High 
Commissioner for the United Kingdom in the 
Union of South Africa. He is the sole legislative 
authority for these Territories and is responsible 
to the Secretary of State for Commonwealth 
Relations in much the same way as a Colonial 
Governor is responsible to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. 


Each Territory is administered by a Resident 
Commissioner, responsible to the High Com- 
missioner, and is divided into administrative 
districts in charge of District Commissioners. 


Information about these Territories will be 
found in The Commonwealth Relations Office 
List. This brief note, and the following Civil 
Establishment list showing heads of departments 
and analagous appointments, have been included 
in The Colonial Office List 1952 because the 
Territories’ Services are interchangeable with the 
Colonial Service. When full editions of The 
Colonial Office List are resumed it is intended 
to include, in the Record of Services section, 
biographical notes of appropriate officers serving 
in the Territories.

A feature of British colonial policy is the en- 
couragement of regional co-operation between 
Colonies, wherever practicable. i 
is not only a valuable sharing of knowlege and 
experience, but also, in certain instances, a 
substantial measure of economy from the unified 
control of technical services. The following are 
the principal regional organisations. | 


CENTRAL AFRICAN COUNCIL 


The following passage replaces that appearing 
under the heading Rhodesia-Nyasaland Inter- 
territorial Conference on page 456 of The Colonia 
Office List, 1951. 

The Central African Council was set up in 
1945, its objects being to promote the closest 
possible contact and co-ordination of policy and 
action between the Governments of Southern 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
on all matters of common interest to the three 
territories. Eleven meetings have been held. 


The Governor of Southern Rhodesia is Chairman 


of the Council which includes the Governors of 


Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland and the 
Prime Minister of Southern Rhodesia and nine 
other members. The Council has a permanent 
Secretariat under a Chief Secretary. 


Joint services have been established to deal with 
Town Planning, Statistics, Archives, Meteorology 
and the production of films. There are Inter- 
territorial Standing Committees on Public Rela- 
tions, Broadcasting, Health, Trypanosomiasis, 
African Labour and Research. 


In the latter part of 1950 the establishment of 


a standing advisory Rhodesia-Nyasaland Inter- 
territorial Conference to replace the Central 
African Council was agreed to by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies and by the Governments 
of Southern Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland. However, in consequence of a 
re-examination of the closer political association 
of the three territories and pending a decision by 
the Governments regarding the recommendations 
of the Closer Association Conference held in 
London in March, 1951, no alteration to the 
existing inter-territorial machinery is to be made.

At the meeting of the East Africa High Com- 
mission held in March, 1951, proposals were 
approved for the creation of an Air Advisory 
Council, with the Commissioner for Transport as 
ex-officio Chairman, two members appointed by 
each of the Governments of Kenya, Tanganyika 
and Uganda and one by the British Resident, 
Zanzibar, and, in addition, two members appointed 
by the High Commission. 


The Air Advisory Council has now been set 
up by administrative action pending the necessary 
legal enactment to establish the Council as a 
statutory body. The functions of the Council 
are :— 

To be advisory to the East Africa High Com- 

mission, whose authority is exercised through 
the Commissioner for Transport ; 


To advise on all questions of major policy 
affecting Civil Aviation within the juris- 
diction of the East Africa High Commission 
and on any civil aviation matters referred to 
it by the East Africa High Commission acting 
through the Commissioner for Transport ;

CONSTITUTION, SCOPE AND LEGISLATIVE 
POWERS 


The East African Refugee Administration 
completed its task and ceased to operate in the 
course of 1951. 


With regard to the Research Services adminis- 
tered by the High Commission listed on page 448 
of The Colonial Office List 1951 ‘* The Inter- 
national Marine Fisheries Research Organisation’’ 
should read ‘The Inter-territorial Marine 
Fisheries Research Organisation.’? A twelfth 
Research Organisation should now be added to 
this list, ‘* The Inter-territorial Leprosy Specialist.” 

The East African Central Legislative Assembly 
was established by the East Africa (High Com- 
mission) Order-in-Council, 1947, for a period of 
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four years from 1st January, 1948. The Order-in- 
Council has since been amended to extend the 
life of the Central Legislative Assembly until 
31st December, 1955. 


The East African Posts and Telegraphs Depart- 
ment was re-designated the East African Posts 
and Telecommunications Administration with 
effect from the lst October, 1951. 


RESEARCH AND SCIENTIFIC SERVICES 


Research Services 
The six principal research divisions are :— 


The East African Agricultural and Forestry 
Research Organisation which is responsible inter 
alia for studies on soils, fertiliser investigations in 
all Territories, plant pathology and_ ecology, 
entomology especially termites, silviculture, and 
clove research in Zanzibar. New headquarters, 
shared with the Veterinary Research Organisation 
(and with which, jointly, a Division of Animal 
Industry is maintained), have been established 
at Muguga within easy reach of Nairobi. 


The East African Veterinary Research Organisa- 
tion. This organisation is responsible for research 
on animal diseases, animal husbandry and other 
aspects of the animal industry. At present its 
headquarters are at Kabete in Kenya but will be 
moved to Muguga when new buildings are 
completed. 


The East African Tsetse and Trypanosomiasis 
Research and Reclamation Organisation. This 
Organisation has central offices in Nairobi and 
laboratories for tsetse research at Old Shinyanga 
in Tanganyika. A new central institute for 
trypanosomiasis research is to be established at 
Sukulu in Uganda and there are sub-stations for 
experimental reclamation of land from tsetse fly 
in the three territories. 


The East African Fisheries Research Organisa- 
tion, which is in two sections, one for the fisheries of 
inland waters with headquarters at Jinja in Uganda, 
and the other for marine fisheries at Zanzibar. 


The East African Industrial Research Board, 
which has headquarters in Nairobi. It is at 
present concerned with research on secondary 
industries but plans exist for establishing an East 
African Scientific and Industrial Research Organ- 
isation which will incorporate the Industrial 
Research Board and will have wider functions. 


The Medical Research Division, which includes 
the East African Bureau of Research in Medicine 
and Hygiene with an office in Nairobi, the Virus 
Research Institute at Entebbe in Uganda, the 
Medical Survey and Filariasis Research unit based 
on Mwanza in Tanganyika, the Malaria unit at 
Muheza in Tanganyika and a small Leprosy Unit 
based on Nairobi. 


Scientific Services 
The headquarters of the Lake Victoria Fisheries 
Service are now at Kisumu in Kenya. 


A large organisation for locust control has been 
established temporarily to meet the threat of new 
invasions.

boration. As a result the Secretary of State 
(Mr. James Griffiths) announced on the 30th May, 
1951, the dissolution of the West African Council 
and the setting up in its place of the West African 
Inter-Territorial Conference. The Conference, 
which will meet at least once a year and which 
will hold its first meeting in 1952, consists of two 
members of the Executive Council (or Council 
of Ministers) from each British West African 
territory, nominated by the Governor-in-Council. 
The Chairman of the Conference is the Governor 
of Nigeria or, in his absence, a deputy nominated 
by him after consultation with the other Governors. 
The functions of the Conference are as follows : 


(a) to receive from the Secretariat a report on 
inter-territorial collaboration on research matters 
and to review the progress made thereon ; 


(b) to receive from the Secretariat a report on 
inter-territorial collaboration in other social and 
economic matters as expressed in reports of con- 
ferences held during the previous year or in other 
convenient form and to make recommendations 
thereon ; : 

(c) to consider international collaboration on 
matters covered by (a) and (b) and to make recom- 
mendations thereon ; 


(d) to_consider the estimates for the West 
African Inter-territorial Secretariat ; 


(e) to consider any other matters referred to it 
by any West African Government. 


The Conference has taken over the permanent 
Secretariat of the West African Council under the 
title of the West African Inter-Territorial 
Secretariat. The Secretariat continues to be 
charged broadly with the duties performed b 
the Secretariat of the West African Counci 
including in particular those of fostering inter- 
national collaboration with non-British territories 
in West Africa, organizing interterritorial 
collaboration on technical subjects, supervising 
the administration of joint research services and 
co-ordinating the military and civil aspects 
of West African defence. The Headquarters 
of the Secretariat remain at Accra. 

The costs of the organization are borne by the 
four West African Governments.

During 1951 the Trusteeship Council held two 
further sessions and despatched a second Visiting 
Mission to East Africa (Tanganyika, Ruanda- 
Urandi and Somaliland under Italian Trusteeship). 


The Counsellor (Colonial Affairs) in the Per- 
manent United Kingdom Delegation to the United 
cing is at present Mr. W. A. C. Mathieson, 


Under a basic agreement concluded in June, 
1951, between His Majesty’s Government and the 
Technical Assistance Board of the United Nations, 
Colonial Territories are eligible for assistance in the 
form of the services of experts, fellowships and 
scholarships, etc., under the expanded programme 


of technical assistance, operated by the United 
Nations and Specialised Agencies. Candidates 
from several colonies have been awarded fellow- 
ships and scholarships in economic development or 
social welfare and applications from - several 
Colonial Governments for assistance in various 
economic fields have been forwarded to the appro- 
priate agencies. 


In 1951 the International Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund undertook, in collaboration with 
the Governments of the territories concerned, 
the initiation of additional projects for the 
benefit of children in Jamaica, Trinidad and Aden.

SOUTH-EastT ASIA 


All the British dependent territories in South- 
East Asia (with the exception of the small protected 
State of Brunei) participated in the preparation of 
the Colombo Plan for Co-operative Economic 
Development in South and South-East Asia, 
and are eligible for assistance under the technical 
co-operation scheme. The scheme is a _ three- 
year programme designed to provide participating 
countries with technical assistance in the form of 
training facilities and the services of experts. 
It is financed from a fund of £8,000,000, to

(6) Sourn-East AsIA AND FAR EAsT

The Government of each of these Territories is a 
separate administrative entity. Members of the 
Colonial Service serving in any Colony are public 
servants of that Colony and their salaries are paid 
from local revenue. The Colonial Service thus 
differs from other British public services in that 


*The term ‘‘ Colonies ”’ is used, for convenience, 
to cover colonies in the strict sense of the term, 
protectorates, protected states and trust territories. 


it is not a single service for purposes of adminis- 
tration and discipline. Opportunities occur, 
however, for members of each Colony’s public 
service to be considered for promotion or transfer 
to the public service of other Colonies. 


It is the declared policy of Her Majesty’s 
Government to encourage the progress of the 
peoples of the Colonies towards control of their 
own affairs. If this policy is to be a reality, the 
public services of the Colonies must be adapted to 
local conditions and be staffed to the greatest 
possible extent by local people. Overseas staff 
therefore are in general recruited only for those 
posts in the Colonial Service for which sufficient 
suitable and qualified local candidates are not 
available. Since for one reason or another many 
Colonies will be unable for a long time to come 
to find from their own resources enough suitable 
and qualified staff to meet all the needs of modern 
administration, there remains and will remain a 
wide range of appointments open to candidates 
from overseas. 


There are four separate recruiting organisations 
in the United Kingdom dealing with appointments 
for candidates from outside the Colonies: the 
Director of Recruitment (Colonial Service), 
Colonial Office, Sanctuary Buildings, Great Smith 
Street, London, S.W.1., for appointments for which 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies selects 
candidates, on the advice of the Colonial Service 
Appointments Board ; the Under-Secretary of 
State, Research Department, Colonial Office, 
Sanctuary Buildings, Great Smith Street, London, 
S.W.1, for appointments in Her Majesty’s Colonial 
Research Service; the Overseas Nursing 
Association, 15, Victoria Street, London_S.W.1, 
for appointments in Queen Elizabeth’s Colonial 
Nursing Service, for which the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies selects candidates on the recom- 
mendation of the Committee of the Association ; 
the Crown Agents for the Colonies, 4, Millbank, 
London, S.W.1, for appointments for which they, 
acting on behalf of Colonial Governments, select 
and engage candidates. 


All these appointments are described in the 
pamphlets Appointments in His Majesty’s Colonial 
Service (H.M. Stationery Office.) and Appoint- 
ments in His Majesty’s Colonial Research Service 
(obtainable from the Under Secretary of State, 
Research Department, Colonial Office).
